GADGET FOR WOOSY SHOOTERS AZ Mao 


hat on earth do you want a muzzle break for boy?” said the 

160kg, seven foot nothing bloke behind the gun shop 
counter. “I’ve been shooting my stock standard Remington 
30-06 Varminter for years without the need for one of those.” 


Have you ever been told by someone else that you don’t need 
something like that? Well, it’s true to an extent on a rifle like a 
30-06 standard weight Varminter, as said before, but on 
something like a Winchester Feather-weight or the Remington 
Model Seven and the Ruger M77 MkII Lightweight when they 
are chambered for a cartridge like the .308 Win or upwards, it 
helps! Like the Ruger M77 MkII in .270 Win 
that I tested. Now, the .270 Win is not a real 
big kicker for most people in a full sized 
firearm, but if you mix in a lightweight built 
rifle, a rifle in a weight class that you can 
carry all day, and a cartridge that still has 
enough power to do the job on bigger game, 
you can have real problems. 


KICKS LIKE A MULE 


Another catch with rifles like the Ruger M77 
is that they are made lighter all over, barrel, 
_feceiver and stock, The stock has a narrow 
‘butt pad area (1.3 inches as to over 2 inches 
for most other butts) so that when it kicks 
back, it ‘amputates’ you at the shoulder. This 
phenomena can be eliminated by a well 
designed muzzle break. 


A DIVERSION 


In theory, a muzzle break diverts the propelling gasses to the 
reat and upwards, which in effect. is supposed to push the rifle 
forwards and downwards, and counteracts the recoil and muzzle 
jump. Some serious shooters, like pistol shooter Brian Enos, 
have muzzle breaks which relieve the right hand climb as well, 
simply by having some of the port’s camber up and off to the 
right hand side, so to stop the firearm twisting to counteract the 
projectiles engrooving into the rifling twist. In rifle shooting, the 
direction of the twist is relative to what force comes back into 
the jaw, for more information on rifling, read our Sniper article 
in edition 21. One way to go about it is to find a muzzle break 
designed to pull the firearm forward a bit and still reduce the 
amount of muzzle lift. There are a few styles on the market 
nowadays, ranging from ones you can fit yourself, to ones that 
require a Gunsmith.

CONVENIENCE OF A MUZZLE BREAK 


The muzzle break on review in this article is made for the Ruger 
M77 MkII in stainless steel to match the barrel, as well as other 
brand rifles and calibres. Itis a seven port muzzle break that has 
side ports to pull the firearm forward a bit. Don’t worry, it’s not 
going to take off and go down the range and be the second 
projectile! 

Of course, there are no free lunches and with the gasses and 
unburnt powder being channelled back, it increases the noise,

and the chance of getting something in your eyes by a good deal, 
so ear and eye protection is necessary, 


EASY TO FIT 


This muzzle break is attached to the barrel via its natural taper 
and then grub-screwed in place. If for some reason, you happen 
to doubtit, a judicial application of Loctite and she’s apples! The 
dimensions of this particular muzzle break are not that big in 
overall size. It is 2.945 inches long; .750 inches in diameter; 
clearance hole diameter .345 inches; top ports .425-.480 inches 
in diameter; side ports .310-.430 inches in diameter with an 
expansion chamber in the middle. 


The expansion chamber is an enlarged bore section of the 
muzzle break that lets the gas swirl around the projectile to let 
them out of the ports evenly. That is where a lot of the so-called 
muzzle breaks fail - they have the ports on the top, but can only 
manage to channel some of the gasses before the majority exit 
the muzzle and kick you over. 
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BUT I KNOW YOU WANT MORE!! 


The best way to see a muzzle break in action is to watch closely 
on war movies when they fire the 105mm Howitzers and the like 
- you can clearly see the gasses diverted in the counter direction. 


The potential of a good muzzle break was explained in Lock 
Stock & Barrel Edition 10. Big Ron Owen was shooting a bolt 
action .50 cal Browning (yes, John Browning to the rescue!) and 
without the break, he said it was like a car accident he once had, 
but with the break he said it was like a 30.06 Springfield. 


UNBIASED COMPARISON 


With theory out of the way, how well did the muzzle break on 
the Ruger M77 go in the operation? We gave it to an independent 
shooter for an opinion, to compare with 
his Sportco-converted 1903 
Springfield now in 270 Win. Without 
scales, you knew that the Sportco was 
heavier than the Ruger. Of course, the 
Springfield had been sporterised to 
some extent. The barrel lengths were 
nearly the same for the test, and the 
same batch of ammo was used in the evaluation, namely factory 
sporting stuff from one of the bigger makers. 


Over the Speedtack chronograph, the Sportco clocked an 
average speed of between 3058 and 3062 fps. Not too bad, and 
the Ruger was doing around 2990 to 2998 fps, so if this little test 
is of any value, the next time some big guy tries to decry muzzle 
breaks and uses the line, “The amount of velocity you lose is not 
worth it son,” tell him to eat your shorts! 





Conventional Muzzle Break 


It did reduce the amount of perceived recoil and muzzle lift. I 
say perceived, because without the piezoelectric equipment to 
properly measure such things you can not be sure. 


EYE & EAR PROTECTION RECOMMENDED 


The muzzle break did not appear to be inaccurate as it still 
managed to shoot to the ability of the shooter, which is all one 
could ask for. The only down side to the whole deal was some 
unexpected noise levels as mentioned earlier, because as the 
gasses are coming back your way, the noise travels with it. The 
shooter told me he was not ready for the great sound and it put 
him off a little, though he states he got over it before the next 
shot. The amount of noise is altered by the design of the break 
- L have a two port chimney muzzle break that was made for me 
by Chris French and the amount of 
noise from it is less, and it seems to 
be not as sharp and fast, a different 
tune but the same music, With a 
good set of ear muffs and pair of 
shooting glasses, you don’t have a 
worry. Just keep it in mind that when

In the USA, United Kingdom, Germany, and Australia the 
world depression was still raging. People were still hungry, and 
the depression they had to have, was still in full swing. 












On the outskirts of a Kansas town, police found the murdered 
body of a lawyer who had just foreclosed on a five hundred acre 
farm.

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wheat farmer was losing $1.50 for every acre he reaped. In the 
cotton fields, the strongest man would toil from ‘can see to can’t 
see’, fourteen hours of daylight and receive 60 cents for the 300 
pounds he had picked. It was cheaper to burn corn than to sell it 
and buy coal. With meat prices, aman could spend $1.10 to ship 
a sheep to market, where it would return him less than a dollar. 
In Montana, a rancher bought bullets on credit, spent two hours 
slaughtering a herd of livestock, and left it rotting in a canyon. 
Turning away, he muttered to a reporter, “One way to beat the 
depression, huh?". 

One quarter of the state of Mississipi was auctioned off in 
mortgage foreclosures. Every farmer knew that with farm prices 
being so low, even if they were not mortgaged, they soon would 
be and then it would only be a matter 
of time before they went down. 
When he couldn’t afford to buy seed 
or baling twine, the bank would take 
his title, 


SOME THINGS NEVER 
CHANGE 


Meantime, whilst farmers were 
feeding their animals to the crows 
and warming their hands on corn 
fires, millions of city dwellers could 
not afford even those low prices and 
were starving, even those who were 
working were only on starvation 
wages. Evictions were so common 
that little girls invented a dolls game called ‘eviction’. Every 
possible stigma was attached to aid, begging and the little charity 
that was available. West Virginia hospitals refused to admit 
patients unless payment for service was guaranteed. One third 
ofa million children were out of school because of lack of funds. 
Chicago’s debt to it’s teachers for wages was $20 million. 
Rather than see 500,000 children remain on the streets, Chicago 
teachers hitch-hiked to work and endured ‘payless pay days’. In 
thirteen months, they were paid for five months and that was only 
in council script redeemable after the depression, bankers 
wouldn’t take it, but they did. The teachers have different 
motives than the banks! At the same time, the Chicago city 
fathers found millions to spend on the forthcoming World Fair, 
yet it turned down the Board of Education. A thousand teachers 
‘were dismissed outright, those that stayed on, taught at immense. 
personal sacrifice. Collectively, 1,400 teachers lost 759 of their 
homes. They borrowed $1,128,000 on their insurance policies 
and another $232,000 from loan sharks at an annual interest rate 
of 42%, and although hungry themselves, they fed 11,000 pupils 
out of their thin pocket books. A teacher, noticing a little girl 
was suffering from malnutrition, (sleepy and lethargic which 
causes mental retardation) suggested that she go home and eat 
something; the child replied, “J can’t. This is my sister’s day to 
eat.” 

Millions stayed alive by living like animals. In Pennsylvania 
countryside, they were eating weeds, roots and dandelions; in 
Kentucky they chewed violet tops. wild onions, forget-me-nots, 
wild lettuce and weeds. City mothers hung around the docks 
waiting for the spoiled products to be discarded then they would 
fight other women and homeless dogs for it.

WHERE WAS THE FIRST BLOW OF 
WORLD WAR II STRUCK? 


Was it the thump of the banker on the board room table, or was 
it the Japanese government who sought to dominate the oil 
industry in Asia to suit it’s own needs? 60% of it’s internal 
market was held by two oil companies: Rising Sun, the Japanese 
affiliate of Royal Dutch Shell and Standard, and Vacuum, known 
as Stanvac which was the amalgamation of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and Standard of New York. 
The rest of the market was split 
between thirty other Japanese 
importers, The Japanese government 
§ passed a law, ‘The Petroleum Industry 
Law’, which gave the government the 
power to control imports, set market 
shares, quotes, fix prices and make 
compulsory purchases. Foreign 
companies were made to store six 
months of inventory beyond 
commercial working levels. It also 
encouraged, to the detriment of the 
internationalists, the building of 
Japanese refineries with the effect of 
reducing the control of the foreign 
companies. The two foreign 
companies immediately went to their respective governments, 
and Britain and the USA started to talk about an oil embargo of 
Japan, restraining the supply of crude oil to Japan, in the interest 
of ‘free world trade’, of course. 


THE POWER OF OIL 


In August 1934, Henri Deterding (the man who merged Royal 
Dutch with Marcus Samuel, Shell) and Walter Teagle, from 
Standard, went to see the Roosevelt administration, specifically 
Harold Ickes, the oil administrator. The men suggested 
frightening Japan into moderation by merely hinting at an oil 
embargo. Word got back to Tokyo. In November 1934, the

The other factor which altered Japan’s direction was 
the depression, and the collapse of world trade, which 
had brought great economic hardship to Japan, 
heightening their sense of vulnerability that came 
from the lack of raw materials and shrinking markets. 
Unfortunately, they decided to take both by military 
intervention in China, and when a Japanese soldier 
slipped across the Marco Polo bridge to patronise a 
Chinese brothel, his officers accused the Chinese of 
kidnapping him, and so attacked Peking (Beijing) and 
Tientsin (Tianjin).

pushed the political puppets to play the tune of war? 
As Herr Hitler and Mussolini came to power on this 
tune, so Franklin envied their drum. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt supporters were wondering who was 
getting the benefit from the new deal, and a popular song of the 
day, sung to the tune of ‘The Battle Hymn of the Republic” was: 


It is we who plowed the prairies, built the cities where they trade, JAS 
Dug the mines and built the workshops, endless miles of railroad laid, 
Now we stand outcast and starving mid the wonders we have made. 
Our souls go marching onl! DDS 

John Maynard Keynes, the world famous economist visited 

1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, the White House, and commented 
to the press that Roosevelt was ‘magnificently right’ in his 
economic policies. President Franklin went on a tour to Hawaii 
in 1934, and when Franklin visited Oahu near Pearl Harbour, the 
commanding officer decided to stage an exercise in his honour. 
The spectacle turned into a travesty, half of the trucks and seven 
of the twelve tanks, World War I models, broke down in front of 
the startled commander-in-chief. There were more men working 
for Henry Ford than were in the army, and in Fortune magazine, 
they reported that at the present rate of introduction of the new 
M1 Garand rifle, it would take thirty years before they supplied 
the regular army, and by that time it might be obsolete. The title 
of the article was ‘Who’s in the Army now?” It reported that

there were forty-seven year old first lieutenants, and sixty-five 
year old sergeants, and that the average age of a captain was 
forty-three. At the same time, the Convention of Episcopal 
Bishops resolved that no-one should be in the army and said, 
“The Christian church refuses to respond to that form of cheap 
patriotism that has as its slogan, ‘in time of peace prepare for 
war’.” Their congregations approved, so did Adolph Hitler. He 
said, “Those who support pacifist ideals, inevitably support 
efforts ta conquer the world to its fullest”. No one paid any 
attention. .

When a senator, the vide tthe Chrysler Corporation, 
was asked why he hired spies, he replied, “We must do it to obtain 
the information we need in dealing with our employees.” 
Thousands of men were literally working at gunpoint; the 
Pittsburg Coal Company, for example, kept machine guns 
trained on employees in it’s coal pits. A congressional 
committee asked why. 
Chairman Richard B 
Mellon answered, 
“You cannot run the 
mines without them”. 
When unrest spread 
among the women in 
the textile industry 
sweatshops, the trade 
journal, ‘Fibre and 
Fabric’ declared in it’s 
editorial “a few 
hundred funerals will 
have a _ quietening 
influence.” Outside 
the Frick Mine, hired 
gunmen shot miners 
who had talked of 
striking as. they 
emerged from the 
elevator shafis. In Kohler, Wisconsin, strike-breakers opened 
fire on a picket-line killing two men and wounding thirty five. 
At Toledo Electric Auto-Lite Company, national guardsmen shot 
twenty seven workmen. Eric Sevaeid covered a strike story for 
the Minneapolis Star. He watched horrified, as vengeful 
policemen delivered a fusillade of shotgun fire into an unarmed, 
unprepared crowd, shooting sixty-seven people, two fatally. 
The courts were not sympathetic. In Morehead v Tipaldo, the 
court held ‘the right to make contracts about one’s affairs is part 
of the liberty protected by the due process clause, and in making’ 
contracts of employment, generally speaking the parties have 
equal rights to obtain from each other the best terms they can 
privately bargain for.’ In other words, he held sacred, the right 
of a fifteen year old girl in one of Manhattan’s sweatshops to 
reach an agreement with a textile millionaire who would allow 
her to work, her bargaining power ensured that he might pay her 
$2-39 per week. There was merry-making that night in the stately 
mansions in the mill-towns of New England and North Carolina. 
Clear thinkers knew that something had to give, war or civil war 
was imminent. 
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On February 4th 1937, the President put a person-to-person call 
through to John L Lewis (union boss). Like millions of middle 
class Americans, Franklin D Roosevelt had been exasperated by 
reports that General Motors workers were sitting down on the 
job, tying up plants and costing GM a million dollars a day. 
Franklin Roosevelt told him that strikes threatened the rising 
‘prosperity of which the administration was so proud. The 
President sympathised with their cause but the timing was 
inconvenient. Lewis could hardly have agreed more. For him, 
the working-man’s rebellion was a personal humiliation, he had 
successfully got control of the coal industry and he was devoting 
his eloquence and energies to bring both the steel workers and 
the steel works owners on to his payroll. He had tried to persuade 
the auto workers that for the time being, their assembly lines must 
be kept moving. Organised labour is a delicate business. 
Making sure that the workers think that you represent them, and 
yet receiving financial aid from eae bs Pad 
anonymous sources to keep the} 
union newspaper going, that was 
what organised labour was all about, $2

outrage. Private property was held 
to be as sacred as human life, fs 
perhaps more so. Now they knew 
that if subversives could prevent an 
owner from using his shop by 
draping their bodies across its doors, 
erecting flesh and blood blockades 
to keep him out, General Motors 
might as well turn the country back| 
to the indians. General Motors 
acquired an injunction ordering evacuation of the plants. The 
moral force of the order collapsed when it was found that the 
judge was a General Motors stock holder. John L Lewis had to 
intervene. He realised that if he didn’t lead the auto workers, he 
would lose them for ever, so on radio, he declared that he and his 
union stood squarely behind the sit-downs. Franklin would not 
intervene so that left Governor Frank Murphy holding the 
responsibility. The GM lawyers had got another judge, not a 
stock holder this time, and had an injunction with the threat of 
prison and a fine of $15 million. By this time, the workers were 
vowing that they were ready to die on their barricades. GM had 
selected the battleground at Flint. Murphy had called out the 
national guard, and the plant was surrounded by soldiers and the 
Flint Police Force, armed with pokers, clubs and crow bars. Over 
the main gate hung a striker’s placard, “They shall not pass’. 
Murphy was ready to send the soldiers in against the workers, 
then at the last minute he phoned John L Lewis and uneasily 
asked him what he would do. Lewis roared, he obviously had an 
audience in the background, “J shall personally enter General 
Motors plant number four. I shall order the men to disregard 
your order, to stand fast. I shall walk up to the largest window 
in the plant, open it, divest myself of my outer raiment, remove 
my shirt and bare my bosom. Then when you order your troops 
to fire, mine will be the first breast that those bullets will strike, 





































and as my body falls to the ground, you will listen to the voice of 
your grandfather as he whispers in your ear, ‘Frank, are you 
doing the right thing?’” Murphy hesitated. his grandfather had 
been hanged after an Irish uprising. 


WAS IT ALREADY TOO LATE? 


But the blood had already begun to flow in Flint without either 
of them knowing. During the night skirmishes, fourteen strikers 
had been wounded. The police had retreated and the strikers 
were derisively describing the ‘battle of running bulls’ to 
newspapers. Wearily, the Governor tore up his orders ani 
forbade General Motors to impede delivery of food to ) 
sit-downers, the will of General Motors was broken. On 
February 7th, the management capitulated and started 
negotiations. This seems simple, but just a few days later it came 
to light that John L Lewis had put 
quarter of a million dollars in 
Franklin Roosevelt’s re-election 
fund (just as our present day unions 
seem to like moving the money 
around!). 


THE POWER OF THE

At another strike at the Little Steel 
| Company on 26th May, Lewis took 
out 70,000 workers in 27 plants, 
G Little Steel Company hired police 
and guns, the local police force 
expanded to 7,000 men, paid for by 
the company. $141,000 worth of 
guns and ammunition was bought by

inside the mills were fed by parcel 
post and parachute drops. Violence 
came on Memorial Day, several thousand strikers and their 
families had gathered on a stretch of flat, sparsely inhabited 
paddock, east of the factory. They were planning a protest 
parade. Mayor Edward Kelly had announced that a peaceful 
demonstration was permitted. It was hot and humid. Ona signal, 
the marchers formed ranks quickly, displaying their placards. 
Two men carrying the American flag led the procession. 
Reporters and cameramen swarmed all around, and there was a 
camera from Paramount News, and like a long crocodile, the 
marchers crossed the fields singing. 


Just ahead, between them and the mill, the singers saw a line 
of five hundred heavily armed Chicago policemen, They hadn't 
expected this, in fact it was in direct contravention of the mayor's 
orders. The police had had an anonymous tip-off that the 
marchers were going to march into the mill and seize it. In other 
words, that these unarmed, defenceless familics were going to 
overpower the professional strike-breakers who were manning 
-30 calibre Browning machine guns. Anyhow the police said they 
believed it! “You dirty sons of bitches, this is as far as you go” 
said the police captain. 

The parade slowed and bunched at the front as the ones at the 
back did not know what was going on. The men with the flags 
shouted, “Stand fast, stand fast, we've got our legal rights” and 
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the police yelled back, “You got no legal rights. ” \n that instant, 
a few empty soda pop bottles were thrown and some of the 
workers shouted taunts at the police and police grenades began 
to fly, nauseous tear-gas settled over the procession, children 
screamed in terror and the line buckled and broke. And so the 
murdering began! 


MEDIA CENSORSHIP -TOO SENSITIVE 
FOR PUBLICATION 


At first the shots were scattered. As the general flight began 
however, the police fired volleys. Some policemen pursued 
individuals. A woman tripped and fell, four police held her down 
and smashed her face with the butts of, 
their pistols. Strikers lay on the grass 
or crawled about aimlessly on all fours, 
vomiting blood, and officers stood over 
them and fired into their backs. It was 
all there on the Paramount Newsreels. 
Eighteen were dead, one of them a 
crippled veteran of World War I, and 
over ninety wounded. The police later 
said that some of the mob were clubbed 
after they had started to run and some 
women were knocked down. The 
policemen were there performing a 
hazardous and harsh duty. No-one 
asked the police why the women and 
children were there. The Paramount 
Newsreel film was suppressed on the 
grounds that movie audiences, (even 
though they had had years of gangster 
films), might be incited to riot. The men returned to work 
without a contract, the tactics were too brutal for them. Had 
someone forgotten to make a contribution? 


FIGHT TO RETAIN THESE LIVING 
STANDARDS? 


Was this the America that they were asked to fight for just a 
few years later, to save the world for democracy? Was this any 
worse than what was going on in Germany or Italy, Russia or 
Japan? No wonder they had to introduce conscription when the 
time came! Amelia Earhart, America’s most famous lady 
aviator, was one of the heroes that the people with no future 
looked up to. It is believed by many that she accidentally caught 
sight of Japanese fortifications in the Mariana 
Islands/Saipau/Guam area. She was almost certainly forced 
down and murdered by the Japanese for what she saw. Her fate 
‘was unreported but at the highest level, they knew what had 
happened, but it was too early to release the story. They needed 
something bigger, something they could include to whip up the 
public. 

Franklin had begun to look for a foreign policy. In his first 
term he hadn’t found any, in his second term he was looking in 
earnest for a war but couldn’t find one of them either, or to be 
more correct, not a war that he could get the people involved in. 
Then four years later, on Sunday, 12th December 1937, like a 
bolt from the blue, or a Christmas present for Franklin, two 
flights of Mitsubishi warplanes with the Rising Sun on their

wings. dive-bombed and strafed the USS Panay and sunk her in 
the Yangtze River. They also took no account of the fact that 
they were flying on Standard Oil and sank three Standard Oil 
tankers as well as the Panay! Afterwards, they machine-gunned 
the survivors in the life boats, killing two American sailors and 
an American civilian. Franklin did not declare war although 
some thought he should, but Franklin knew better. It was a 
Japanese test, and now they knew that the Americans were 
merely a paper tiger, but it gave Roosevelt what he wanted, a 
direction, someone to shake the stick at. The men who went 
down with the Panay were not forgotten, but the time to speak 
for them had not yet arrived. Franklin was for international 
politics, Americans who had fought against Franco in Spain lost 
their passports. American firms 
continued to provide half of Japan’s oil 
and scrap iron needs, Congress rejected 
Franklin’s request for funds to defend 
Guam because Tokyo might interpret it 
as a provocative gesture, one of the 
congressmen made a pun “Guam, Guam 
with the wind”, Guam did go alright, it 
went 48 hours after Pearl Harbour and 
the Marine Corps suffered eight 
thousand casualties (most of them dead) 
taking it back off the Japanese. 


DEEPER DEPRESSION 


In 1938, the skid downwards was 
actually steeper than in the first months 
after the ‘29 crash. By April 1938, five 
million people who had found jobs since 
1933 were once again out of work. An attache in the German 
Embassy, Hans Thomsen, had a large bag of money. He 
repeatedly placed full page advertisements in the New York 
Times backing isolationalism in both political parties. The moral 
of his adverts was “Americanism, preparedness and peace” 
Hitler, being generous, had informed Franklin that as a sign of 
peace, he had no intentions of invading the United States, but in 
his radio broadcasts, Hitler had declared that his ultimate goal 
was “die ganze welt” (the whole world). This was manna from 
heaven for Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Lincoln had said that you 
could do anything with public opinion, and nothing without it. 
What was the opinion of those people who suffered ten years of 
depression? 

Dr Gallup reported that 65 percent of people polled, favoured 
boycotting Germany. 57 percent wanted neutrality legislation 
revised, 5] percent expected war in Europe in 1939, 58 percent 
believed the United States would be drawn into it, 90 percent said 
they would fight if America were invaded, and 10 percent said 
that they would fight if America were not invaded. 

That spelled it out for Franklin. How could he safely get 
America invaded? Where was the most isolated piece of territory 
which would not be terminal for the United States but would be 
close enough to American hearts to motivate that 90 percent? 
‘What was the name of that place where the aircraft carrier 
destroyed all those ships way back in 1932 in that fleet exercise?

t 4.30am on Friday, 29th September 1978, Sister Vincenza

For once, there was 
no reply. Vincenza waited for a moment then padded away 
quietly, At4.45am she retumed. The tray of coffee in the study 
was untouched. She had worked for Luciani since 1959, when 
he had been a bishop. Not once in eighteen years had he 
overslept. Anxiously, she moved to the bedroom door and 
listened. There was no sound. She knocked on the door, timidly 
at first, then with greater force. Still there was silence. There 
was a light shining from under the door of the bedroom. She

Now, after a mere 33 days, 
Pope John Paul I, Albino Luciani, had died. 


COVER-UP 


By 5.00am, Cardinal Jean Villot was in the Pope’s bedroom. 
Either he was a part of the conspiracy to murder the Pope or he 
saw clear evidence in the papal bedroom indicating the Pope had 
been murdered and determined that to protect the Church, the 
evidence had to be destroyed. Gone was the medicine that 
Luciani had been taking for low blood pressure. Gone were the 
sheets of paper, glasses and slippers, none of these items have 
ever been seen again. He ordered a vow of silence on Sister 








suppressed until he said otherwise. 


THE ARCH VILLAIN? 


At 6.45am, the President of the Vatican Bank, Paul Marcinkus, 
who lives at the Villa Stritch, a 20 minute drive from the Vatican, 
was in one of the Vatican courtyards. Sergeant Roggan blurted 
out the news to him, “The Pope is dead". Marcinkus just stared 
at the sergeant of the Swiss Guard. Roggan moved closer to the 
head of the Vatican Bank, “Papa Luciani is dead. They found 
him in his bed.” Marcinkus continued to stare at Roggan without 
any reaction. Eventually the Swiss Guard moved on, leaving 
Paul Marcinkus staring after him. 


INDECENT HASTE 


The Signoracci brothers, Ernesto and Arnaldo had embalmed 
the last two popes. At 5.00am, a car called for them, they had 
been informed prior to this by telephone. Back in the Vatican, 
Cardinal Villot’s plans for an immediate embalming had run into 
trouble. Cardinals Felici and Benelli, who knew of some of the 
changes that Luciani was going to implement, were particularly 
disturbed and indicated to Villot that an autopsy should be 
performed. If the body were embalmed, then a subsequent 
autopsy would be useless if the cause of death was poison, If 
Albino Luciani had been an ordinary citizen of Rome, there 
would have been no debate - an autopsy would have been 
automatic and immediate. Under Italian law, no embalming can 
be undertaken until at least 24 hours after death. By 6.00pm, the 
entire 19 rooms of the papal apartment were totally stripped of 
everything that belonged or had anything to do with Luciani, then 
Cardinal Villot sealed the apartments, and they would remain 
that way until a new pope was elected. At 6.00pm, the most « 
relieved man in Rome, Cardinal Villot, relaxed. The work of the 
body technicians began and the entire embalming process took 
three hours. During the following days, the public could not 
understand why no autopsy had been performed. 


IS THERE A DOCTOR IN THE HOUSE? 


Dr Renato Buzzonetti, deputy head of the Vatican Health 
Service, who was not the Pope’s personal doctor, determined the 
time of death at 11.00 o’clock the previous evening and the cause 
of death as myocardial infarction, a heart attack. The Pope’s 
personal physician for over twenty years, Giuseppe Da Ros, was 
shocked, stunned in fact, unable to believe it. He had been 
treating Albino Luciani for ‘low blood pressure’ Albino Luciani 
was the first pope to die alone for over one hundred years, but + 
it has been a great deal longer since a pope has been murdered! 
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THE GREAT VATICAN LODGE 


The day before his death, Pope John Paul I, Albino Luciani, 
had spent two hours discussing changes in the top Vatican 
positions including the position of the person he was discussing 
it with, his Secretary of State, Cardinal Villot. “They have 
reduced this to just another market place. That is why I am 
making these changes.” At 7.30pm, Villot went back to his own 
office and sitting at his desk, studied the list of changes, then 
reaching into a drawer, he pulled out another list. Perhaps it was 
just coincidental. Every one of the clerical personnel whom 
Luciani was moving, was on the list of alleged members of the 
P2 Masonic Lodge, the list which the

and TWA. Like Rome itself, the Vatican wealth was not built in 
aday. The modern wealth is based on the generosity of Benito 
Mussolini, which his government in the Lateran Treaty (1929) 
gave to the Vatican. In today’s value, over a billion US dollars, 
it never looked back. In the proper sense, usury means all gains 
from money lending. For over eighteen hundred years, the 
Roman Catholic Church had dogmatically stated that the 
charging of interest on a loan was absolutely forbidden, as being 
contrary to the divine law, usurers were condemned to 
ex-communication, but in 1830 by decree the Vatican changed 
its mind. Self-interest produced a total reversal on the Church’s 
teaching with a regard to money lending. The 
treaty between Mussolini and the Vatican was 
| followed with a treaty with Hitler’s Reich. 
For the Vatican, the major asset was the 
lucrative deal with Hitler on the 
‘Kirchensteuer’ church tax. This was a state 
| tax which is still deducted at the source from

| choose to, This tax represents between 8 and 
10 per cent of income tax collected by the 
| German government. The money is handed 
to over to the Protestant and Catholic 
churches. Substantial amounts derived from 
the Kirchensteuer, for example $US100 
million in 1943, and this continued throughout the war and was 
another reason why most high-ranking German officers escaping 
after the war, travelled on a Vatican passports. 

The Vatican Bank’s involvement with the masonic P2 Lodge 
was only one of its tentacles, the others were well entrenched in 
the Communist Party, the Mafia, the CIA.

AES Gallipoli campaign was, time and again, at the threshold 
of momentous success, The feeling of ‘almost’ a victory 
being there from when the fleet was turned back from The 
Narrows, through to the first landings, and through to the Suvla 
Bay offensive. On the whole, we see the glow of opportunity, 
but always just beyond reach. We discount the vagaries of 
fortune. There isno way of knowing what might have happened, 
had what did happen, not happened. 
Suvla Bay was the decisive battle. If it had succeeded, it would 
have disabled the central powers of Germany, Austria and 
Turkey, and the brightest and the best chance was also the last 
chance. Those in power who saw the opportunity, knew the 
immense consequences of what success would bring, those that 
had been for Gallipoli until the bitter end finally said “That's it, 
that’s enough!” It had a great chance of winning the war, but 
, what is wistfully conceived or grotesquely mismanaged has no 
claim on Heayen’s ‘help or on ‘redemption, due to enemy 
stupidity. d 


THE. NEED FOR REAL LEADERS 
The British military tradition which sired the Australian military 
tradition, has alway suffered enormously due to its officer caste 
system. There have been a few exceptions: Clive, Wolfe, 








Marlborough, Wellington and Henry V, but for a thousand years, 
the Yeomen of England, ‘the men’, the enlisted ranks, those 
whom the officers hold in such great contempt, have been the 
backbone. The ones who have suffered the most horrendous 
privations and yet time and time again, they have been the ones 
that go in to the jaws of hell and pull out the bacon. They take 
it home, they are discharged and put onto the scrap heap. The 
officers attend the officers clubs and are made members of 
Parliament, or appointed to a board of directors. Whilst the 
officers are concerned about observing the sensibilities or the 
niceties of life, British, Australian and other Commonwealth 
countries’ fighting men have paid dearly with their lives and 
limbs for the officer-produced ‘cock-ups’, 

When Field Marshall Sir John French wanted to dismiss his corps 
commander for incompetence, he asked a man to do it for him, 
aman who was an officer, but who had come through the ranks. 
Sir John asked the future Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
William Robertson, to carry out the unpleasant duty for him. 
Robertson apparently carried it out in a direct manner by 
announcing to Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien, “'Orace, you're for 
‘ome”. What Robertson lacked in etiquette he made up for it by 
being clearly understood. When officers do not communicate 
properly, either in listening or in ordering, the ‘men’ die! The 
Suvla Bay men suffered greatly from this disease, as did the 
whole Gallipoli campaign, as did the whole of World War I as 
unfortunately, the German officer 
class, who may suffer other 
criticisms, imagination for instance, 
did not suffer with these inherent 
Anglo Saxon problems of 
inefficiency and laziness. One only 
has to read the story of the Owen 
Gun by Wayne Wardman to 
appreciate that Australian officers in 
World War II had not improved at 
all!

After the failure of the Cape Helles offensives in une, G General 
Hamilton accepted a plan drawn by Lieutenant-Colonel Skeen, 
one of General Birdwood’s staff 
(the ANZAC force), to break the 
deadlock that gripped the 
Dardanelles campaign. 

Birdwood and some of his most 
trusted officers had been busy 
reconnoitring the land over which 
the offensive would take place. 
There were no accurate maps, so 
Major Overton, a 38 year old New 
Zealand sheep farmer, crawled and 
scrambled day after day, in and out 
of the gullies and ravines that 
covered the approaches to Chunuk 
Bair, under the noses of the Turks in 
broad daylight. It was on the 
strength of his sketches that the plan 
was made. 

In order to confuse and trap the 
Turks, the plan called for the 
offensive to begin at the southern tip 
of the Gallipoli Peninsular at Cape 
Helles. Hopefully, this would draw 
Turkish reserves towards the bottom 
of the peninsular and once that was

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FREDERICK STOPFORD 


Field Marshall Kitchener sent Lieutenant General Frederick 
Stopford to command the Suvla corps. Although only 61, he was 
in very poor health and had been on the retired list since 1909. 
Before leaving for Gallipoli, he had been so feeble that he had 
been unable to lift his own dispatch case on to the train. On 
arrival he had hurt his leg, so was wounded from the outset. 
Apart from some non-combative service in the Sudan in the 
1890s, and military secretary to Sir Redvers Buller during the 
early part of the South African Boer War, he was a complete 
stranger to a battlefield. His only commands had been peacetime 
garrison towns, and his last appointment before Suvla had been 
lieutenant of the Tower of London. These retirees had only length 
of service, they lacked the power of inspiring the well educated 
and enthusiastic young civilians who had flocked to the army at 
the first call to arms. The commander-in-chief had given his 
orders (although not too clearly) to Stopford to secure Suvla Bay 
and to attack the hills and support the ANZACs on his right. 
Stopford watered down this order as he passed it on to his 
divisional commanders without reference to speed or urgency, 
and had said merely that they should reach the hills ....if possible. 


LACK OF LEADERSHIP ...AS USUAL 


On 6th August, Stopford’s men began to go ashore, many in the 
wrong place, and were totally lost sien they landed. The only 


the whole Suvla area. Meanwhile, the vital ridge of Tekke Tepe, 
one of the main targets of the operation, was totally undefended 
by the Turks and could have been occupied at any time. 

The commander-in-chief, Ian Hamilton, could not understand 
what was going on. Naval Air Service indicated no strong 
Turkish forces anywhere. The Suvla force had been ashore for 
24 hours and he had assumed that it would take the Turks 36 
hours before they could bring strong reinforcements from Bulair 
to oppose the force. Time was running out. He should have gone 
himself, but instead, he sent Colonel Aspinall-Oglander and 
Colonel Hankey, secretary of the Committee of Imperial 
Defence, to see what was really happening. They had to wait for 
three and half hours before the Navy could transport them via 
trawler, and this took another two hours to travel the nineteen 
miles to Suva. 


AREN’T WE ALL JUST GREAT? 


At about this time, the first of Stopford’s communications got 
through to Hamilton. He said, “I consider that Major-General 
Hammersly and the troops under his command deserve great 
credit for the results obtained against strenuous opposition and 
great difficulty”. Hamilton was too much ofa gentleman to reply 
stating the fact that he outmumbered the strenuous opposition 15 
to 1, and that many troops had done nothing other than sit on the 
beach, make tea, and go swimming and had achieved nothing

With less 1,500 
Turks, he had to prohibit the 
landings and his snipers 
found the white armbands on 
the allies very acceptable |” 
targets in the full moonlight. 
He inflicted 1,600 casualties 
on the invaders before he 
retired to the hills. By 2pm 
on the 7th of August, all the 
men were ashore. General f 
Stopford did not accompany 
them as he did not feel very 
well and his leg was sore, he remained on HMS Jonquil. 
Whenever a brigade commander began to carry out his orders 
and attack the hills, Major General Hammersly immediately 
countermanded them. A German described the British Suvla 
landings as ‘like a disturbed ant-heap’. 





A DAY AT THE BEACH 


The old generals considered their duty done, and until the guns 
atrived and were landed, their troops had nothing to do but brew 
up and go fora swim. Some soldiers were a bit adventurous and 
took Chocolate Hill and Green Hill in the best of style. However, 
as there were no officers above the rank of Lieut-Colonel present, 
all ‘the brigadiers having remained well behind, no 
communication existed and they stayed there and lost all contact 
with the enemy as well. Stopford’s main man on shore, 
Major-General Hammersly somehow decided on a five mile 
diversion, not to outflank the enemy, but to hook around and 
attack the face of the only continuous line of Turkish trenches in

in the dark as to what was happening, 
ordered the destroyer that was at his 
_| disposal to take him to Suvla, only to 
be told that she had trouble with her 
boilers. The commander-in-chief 
was therefore nineteen miles from 
the battle front and completely out of 
all communication with his troops. 


BANK HOLIDAY AT ‘THE FRONT’ 


Meanwhile, Aspinall and Hankey had been investigating the 
situation at Suvla. On their arrival, they were struck by the 
relaxed atmosphere that reminded them both of an ‘August bank 
holiday in England’. The whole bay was at peace, and its shores 
fringed with bathers. Both assumed that the Heights must have 
been taken and everyone was relaxing after their endeavours. It 
was not until Aspinall was stopped on the beach by an officer 
who told him not to walk any further or he would be in the front 
line, that the truth began to emerge. Aspinall asked where the 
Corps HQ was, only to be told that it was on the Jonquil and that 
Stopford had not been ashore yet. Hankey reported to the Prime 
Minister: 

Hardly any shells. No Turks. Very occasional musketry. 
Bathing parties round the shore. An entire absence of the 
expected bustle of a great disembarkation. There seems to be no 
realisation of the overwhelming necessity for a rapid offensive, 
or the tremendous issues depending on the next few hours. 
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THE FRUSTRATION OF NO LEADERSHIP 


The two men hurried to 11th Division HQ where they found 
Hammersly lying full length on the ground with his head in his 
hands in a state of shock. His nerves had given way under the 
stress and he was unable to cope with the confusion. There was 
no point in trying to make conversation so they set off to see 
Stopford on the Jonquil. This took until 3.00pm. He welcomed 
them warmly saying, “Well Aspinall, the men have done 
splendidly and have been magnificent”. Col. Aspinall replied, 
“But they haven't reached the hill”. “No, but they are ashore” 
Stopford continued. 

Aspinall could hardly believe his ears. He couldn’t order a senior 
officer to do anything, so he sent a message to Hamilton 
emphasising the missed opportunity, but in spite of the urgency 
of the message, it did not arrive until the following morning. 


WHEN IS AN ORDER NOT AN ORDER? 


General headquarters had meanwhile received information that 
Turkish troops were approaching Suvla by forced marches. A 
message was sent to Stopford to ‘push on as quickly as possible’. 
to his divisional 


Undismayed, Stopford passed this on 
commanders with the proviso, “Jn view of 
the want of adequate artillery support, Ido 
not want you to attack an entrenched 
position held in strength.” His 
commander did nothing! Hamilton finally 
arrived at 6.00pm. He hurried to see 
Stopford. Hamilton seemed unable to 
convince Stopford of the urgency of the 
situation. He told Stopford that Tekke 
Tepe and Ismaill Oglu Tepe must be taken 
immediately, and was going ashore to see 
that it was done. Stopford wished him 
luck, but stayed on the Jonquil as his leg 
was still sore. 

Hamilton had the same trouble with 
Hammersly. He said that it would confuse 
things if they attacked that night, it would ge 
have to wait until the morning. Hamilton fy, z 
said, “We might have the hills at the cost 
of walking up them today; the Lord only 
knows what the price will be tomorrow.” 
Elsewhere, it was later discovered that 
troops in some bushes on the left of the front 
line, who had been holding up the British advance, were 
themselves British! On the 9th of August, the British advance 
began. However, it was too late. The Turks had reinforced the 
high ground, Scimitar Hill, which had been taken and held the 
day before by the men on their own initiative, but they were 
ordered to withdraw. Heavy fighting took place in which they 
lost eight thousand men ....for ground that they had held the day 
before! 


After nine days in command of IX Corps, Stopford was relieved 
of his command and replaced by Major-General Delisle. 
Stopford was just one of many dunderheads. Hamilton was too 
much of a gentleman to remove him on the spot, or to even give 
him direct verbal orders.

When Feizi Bey tried to 
tell Von Sanders that his orders were impossible and that his 
troops were too tired, he was instantly dismissed and replaced by 
Mustapha Kemal for whom nothing was impossible. 


SIR JOHN MONASH 


Brigadier General Monash had the advantage of a public school, 
Scots college education, and graduated in engineering at 
Melbourne University. He later qualified in law and studied 
medicine, he was a pianist of near professional competence, 
sketched artistically and was well versed in archaeology. 

He accepted a commission in the militia garrison attached to 
Major Goldstein’s battery. This militia was stationed and 
paraded in the university grounds, He practiced his engineering 
and law mainly in arbitration. In 1895, he was made a captain 
in the militia, in 1900 he and David Mitchell (the father of Dame 
Nellie Melba) formed the Monier Pipe Company. In 1908, he 
commanded the Australian Intelligence Corps with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. As a brigadier with the ANZACs, he in 
common with all the Australian brigadiers, had never had any 
experience of being under fire, or even leading small parties of 
troops in the field. 


On 10th July, while he was at Gallipoli, he was 
promoted to Brigadier-General. In the Suvla 
Bay offensive, he was in charge of the 4th 
Australian Brigade and the 29th Indian 
Brigade, which included three battalions of 
Ghurkhas and one of Sikhs. 


FIRST - OUTLINE YOUR PLAN 


His immediate superior, Brigadier Cox, had 
outlined the plan which was to proceed, 
northwards along the beach until they reached 
the mouth of the Aghyl Dere Valley, while the 
New Zealand mounted rifles (without horses) 
would attack and take Rhododendron Ridge. 

Moving up the valley, two Australian 
| battalions would de-file to the left, forming an 
outpost, the main force would keep going up 
until Hill Q, Two battalions were to take Hill Q, 
the depleted force would keep moving and wait 
4 for the order for the final assault. They would 
then take Hill 971 and would dig a defensive line 
linking 971 with Hill Q, which would link up 
with the New Zealanders who, by that time, would have taken 
Chunuk Bair. When this had been accomplished, the plan was 
for the troops on Chunuk Bair to move down and with the force 
emerging from the old ANZAC lines, between the two of them, 
they would wipe out the Turks on Baby 700. This was supposed 
to happen at the same time as the diversion at Lone Pine. Then 
Monash’s troops would link up with Stopford’s troops, who 
would be advancing from Chocolate Hill, two miles to the north 
of 971. 







OFF TO A GOOD START 


This intricate plan started off well. The New Zealanders moved 
out at 8.30pm on 6th of August, and by a magnificent feat of 
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arms, captured the Rhododendron Ridge at 9.30pm. Monash led 
his column along the beach, by 11.30pm they had reached the 
farthermost point of the beach road and came abreast a large 
mountain range. He turned his column to the right and went into 
the foothills, it was a tangle of gullies filled with a prickly gorse 
bush. The pace was that of a funeral, with frequent halts when 
those ahead encountered some sort of obstacle, while the great 
naval shells rumbled overhead from the fleet and the yellow 
lyddite flames lit up the Turkish held ridges.

was moving on a parcel-line a little to the rear of the Australians. 
Godley, the corps commander, sent Monash a message desiring 
him to make better speed. Though neither of them knew it, the 
difficulty was that one of Major Overton’s Greek guides at the 
head of the column, had lost his way. Overton himself, with ten 
scouts, was at the front of the column and noticed that they were 
not going the way that he had reconnoitred. He halted the Greek, 
the Greek insisted that he was taking a short cut which he knew 
well. Overton, mindful of the possibility of treachery, needed 
some persuading, but in the end, he accepted that the man was 
honest and probably knew best, but he kept his revolver loose in 
the holster in case he was wrong. 


BUT MY COMPASS SAYS THIS WAY! 


The column filed into a valley which soon narrowed to such an 
extent, that they could only move in single column file, with 
pioneers cutting through the thorn-choked bed. Some Turkish 
resistance was met and some platoons were sent forward to deal 
with them. At this point, the column still being a long way from 
the Aghyl Dere Ravine, Monash came forward to take charge. 
He found Major Overton deep in conversation with his Greek 
guide, and after hearing him out, gave orders that the column 
must adhere as much as possible to the original plan, and move 
up another six hundred yards to the north, into the bed of the 
Aghyl Dere. 
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When they got down there at 2.00am, the moon was rising in a 
cloudless sky, it gave the Turks sufficient light to fire on them 
from the hilltops. Major Overton frankly admitted that he had 
never been there before and was totally lost. Monash, uncertain 
what to do for the best, sent two battalions to form an outpost 
line to the northem ridge. No sooner had they gone, than Colonel 
Cannan of the 15th Battalion arrived with the 16th Indian 
Brigade and a mountain battery trailing behind. Monash directed 
him eastwards along a flat beside the Aghyl Dere, with orders to 
turn left up one of its branches, and then straight towards Abdel 
Rahman Bair. This was the point at which the two Ghurkha 
battalions were to break off for their attack on Hill Q. 

The Indians soon came under heavy fire and by 3.00am, with 
dawn approaching, Cannan sent for Overton and asked him to 
point out the direction of the two hundred metre high Abdel 
Rahman Bair. This was the point which was going to be his 
forming-up place. The Greek assured them that it was no more 
than a fifteen minute walk. The weary Diggers moved on again, 
although the opposition had stiffened and there was a Turkish 
rifleman behind every bush. As the light cleared, Colonel 
Cannan realised he was nowhere near his objective. Colonel 
Pope of the 16th, who was on the other flank, had the same 
realisation. Abdel Rahman was a long mile away, and the 
brigade, instead of being closed up for the fight, was deployed 
in a line and exhausted. They had suffered three hundred 
casualties and the men were falling asleep where they lay. It was 
a mile and half to Hill 971 and Monash, who accepted that no 
attack was now to be considered, ordered his men to dig in 
wherever they found themselves. 

Major Allanson, who then commanded one of the Ghurkha 
battalions, came to Monash’s HQ for orders and judged that the 
Brigadier General had lost his nerve. He was unable to give 
coherent orders, and kept repeating over and over again, “I 
thought I knew how to command men.” Allanson was brusquely 
dismissed, being told that Monash had no use for his battalion. 


IT’S ALL IN THE INTERPRETATION 


In Monash’s diary, he doesn’t of course, mention this. His 
version is, “There was a check, a momentary confusion, and a 
Sew tense minutes, when anything might have happened. I had to 
go personally to the head of the column to push things along, and 
put vigour into the advance. By dint of yelling and swearing, I 
got the head of the column going on, and soon had company after 
company deployed and dashed forward. Ihad the whole brigade 
going in fine style, and they swept forward in a magnificent dash 
of two miles, ona front of fully a mile, carrying everything before 
them, and just as day broke we established ourselves on a line of 
ridges overlooking the Valley of Asma Dere.” 

It sounds good. Maybe if you can write well, that’s the way to 
get a knighthood! There were too many unexplained errors in 
Monash’s notes. One was that the brigade was still miles from 
the Asma Dere and was separated by another sizeable valley, and 
the second, Monash blames the loss of direction on the assertion 
that, “I had a guide from the New Zealand Rifles and two Greek 
Sarmers who were supposed to know the country, but Major 
Overton, the guide, was killed almost at the beginning”. This 
was untrue, as Major Overton was not killed until a concealed 
rifleman brought him down on a ridge above the last fork of 
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Aghyl Dere just about dawn when he was leading one of the 
Indian battalions into its presumed position. 


LONE PINE 


Under the arching barrage from the Royal Navy, the 1st Brigade 
of the Ist Australian Infantry Brigade waited in the trenches 
which had been prepared for this offensive. 

Between the labyrinth of catacombs and the Turks, lay a plateau, 
about 100 yards of scrubby ground, rising slightly at the Turkish 
side. There was a clear field of fire from both sides but the Turks 
had the advantage of overlooking the positions of the Australians 
from the rise known as Baby 700. This position was well 
fortified, and the ground behind them was sheltered from the 
Australians’ view. This area was called The Cup, in which 
reserves could be held. 

All the Australians could see was the flat, and the trenches 
spitting bullets on the other side. At 5.30pm, as the shadows 
began to lengthen, the barrage stopped, there was a long silence. 



























MEANWHILE, IN THE REAL WORLD! 


Tt was found next day that Monash’s whole line was facing north 
instead of east, they all thought that they were nearer than they 
were, and conveyed this to General Cox. He, not surprisingly, 
ordered them to advance and complete the capture of Hill 971, 
and it wasn’t until Monash went forward again to talk to Pope, 
that they figured out the ugly truth. Monash then had to 
communicate again with General Cox, representing the real 
position. Cox then allowed Monash to fortify the positions he 
held. 

Monash, completely out of touch with his battalions since the 
telephones had been cut by shell fire, received no news of them 
until seven o clock, when an intrepid sapper managed to get a 
line mended, The disheartening messages came through, 
machine guns and artillery were killing his men in large numbers 
and there seemed no purpose in staying where they were. 
Monash passed the orders for them to withdraw to their old 
positions, 765 casualties for no gain! 

There is no need to dwell on this painful sequence of events. 
While the New Zealanders and the Gloucesters were fighting like 
heroes at Chunuk Bair, Major Allanson with only a company of 
Ghurkhas left, clung to the top of Hill Q that he had been ordered 
to take. While the feint or demonstration for Monash’s advance 
‘was being implemented at Lone Pine, Brigadier General Monash 
tried to find out where he was. 

It was not until 1919, when the Australian Historical Mission 
under the ubiquitous Bean visited the scene, that the truth was 
discovered, they never even reached the ..

Blood 
was everywhere and none of them, on either side, expected to 
come out alive. The Australians that were jumping down in the 
reserve trenches made the Turks fight to get into the front 
trenches and the squeeze became worse, both Turks and 
Australians were fighting underground on at least two fronts.

THEY RAN TO THEIR DEATHS 


Some of the Australians had kept going, and ignoring the 
invitation to jump into the tunnels of death, they went past the 
communication trenches. Seeing the unorderly reserves being 
rushed into the line, they raced down the slope, ripping their way 
through the surprised Turks and getting to their headquarters. 
There though, the enemy had formed up and remained solid. 
They stood firm, and the Australians had no reinforcements 
behind them. They fought there until they were all killed, every 
one of them. They were the only Australians who got that far, 
who got close to breaking through the Turkish lines before the 
Turkish counter-attack began. So ended the Lone Pine

BABY 700 


The troopers of the Australian Light Horse (the horses were left 
back in Egypt) were given the honour of taking Baby 700 by 
frontal attack, which could only be along the narrow death trap 
called the Neck - well described by one writer as attacking an 
inverted frying pan by running up the handle. 

As the troopers waited, fidgeting and sweating in their forming 
up trenches, the huge naval barrage roared over them into the 
Turkish fortifications. The Australians grinned nervously at one 
another, thinking of what havoc the shells would be inflicting on 
the Turks just a few hundred yards away. 


THE PRICE OF A SEVEN MINUTE DELAY 


Then the barrage stopped .....seven minutes early!! The officers

| This seven minutes was just another one 
ofthe many mistakes that characterises the 
Gallipoli Campaign. In those seven 
minutes, the Turks shook the dirt off 
themselves, hastily dragged _ their 
wounded comrades to where they could 
receive some rudimentary medicine, and 
settled down behind their rifles and 
machine guns. At the end of those seven 
minutes, the Light Horsemen ran to their 
deaths. 


The first wave was shot down on the 
parapet or just few steps beyond. The 
second wave climbed over their dead mates and ran into the wall 
of well aimed machine gun bullets. The third wave dashed out 
and ran stumbling over the newly dead and wounded, some fell 
only yards away from the rifle muzzles of the Turks. The fourth 
‘wave moved out over a pathway of dead and dying mates and 
were mown down like chaff to join them. So ended the Baby 700 
demonstration. 


TRAGEDY OF DEFEAT 


When the fighting sputtered out like a fire and died, Anzac Cove 
was a little roomier, but more than 40,000 allied troops had fallen 
during the August offensive, most of them in the Anzac Cove 
area.

PREPARED! 


THE word for all Australians in 1996 is 
PREPARATION. Already, lots of equipment 
which we used to take for granted as being available 
to us is just not there, we have to make the best out of what we 
have and if something comes along a little better, swap or sell 
yours and get the best equipment you can before it slips through 
your fingers. 


INTERIOR BALLISTICS 
In the last edition we covered the material regarding firearms 
design concerning barrels. We move on now to where interior 
ballistics start, the action, although the study of interior ballistics _ 
concerns ignition, lock time, burning of powder, pressure, 
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velocity, twist of rifling, bullet fit, strength of parts. erosion, 
wear, recoil, jump, and vibration, in fact, all of the details 
concerning the impulse which delivers the projectile, moving 
down the barrel and into the air. Many of these topics have 
already been covered to some extent in previous editions of Lock 
Stock & Barrel but we still have a fair few to cover before we 
can look at exterior ballistics and terminal ballistics. 


Unlike most other engines, the projectile obtains it’s entire

energy of propulsion in the gun during the very small fraction of 
a time between ignition and when it leaves the barrel. There is 
no continuing propulsion by energy as in the case of rockets, 
aeroplanes or trains. It leaves the muzzle and that’s it, it begins 
to slow down, 

As a preliminary, we must describe the events which should take 
place from the instant the striker of the firing pin is released from 
the control of the sear until the projectile has departed into the 
free air beyond the effects of muzzle blast. The outstanding 
characteristic of these occurrences is their extreme rapidity. The 
whole period from the release of the trigger and sear until the 
issuance of the projectile from the muzzle is not greater than a 
hundredth of a second, and in some cases is considerable less. 
The period of time can be divided into three smaller periods: 


(1) Lock time (2) Ignition time (3) Barrel time. 


LOCK TIME 


Lock time is the interval of time which elapses from the instant 
when the final pressure to release the trigger has been completed 
until the priming mixture has been crushed and explodes. It 
includes the time for the trigger and sear movement to release 
the firing pin, and for the latter to fly forward and indent the 
primer. Practically, it depends upon the length of firing pin travel 
and the strength of the mainspring. In the SMLE no 1 Mk 3* 
303 which most of us are familiar with, the ‘lock time’ is 
approximately .0058 of a second, in 
the model 1903 Springfield, it is 
approximately .0057 of a second, 
while .22 target rifles are in the 
vicinity of .0022 of a second and | |= 
getting less all the time as new 
models come on the market. 

Lock time is of major importance for 
all marksmanship, but the 
importance is magnified when other 
circumstances come into the 
equation: inexperienced operator of| 
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the rifle, moving targets, moving operator ie shooting 
unsupported off hand, being out of breath. If the rifle is held in 
a fixed machine rest on a bench and fired, then the lock time is 
of little importance as no follow through of the shot is necessary. 
If the lock time is slow, and the brain of the operator gives the 
command to the finger to take the shot as the target looks to be 
in the correct position within the sights, then by the time the 
round has ignited and the bullet leaves the barrel and the sights 
and target are not in alignment, then the target is 
bound to be missed. 

From the view of a potential user of a firearm, 
the lock time is of major importance, but from 
the view of interior ballistics, the energy of the 
striker blow is of more importance than it’s 
speed. The energy of course, depends on the 
speed and the weight of the moving parts, but if 
the energy is not great enough, the priming 
mixture will not be crushed properly, and a low 
order of ignition, a hangfire or misfire, may 
occur. Poor ignition tending towards hangfire, 
decreases the muzzle velocity as much as 100 fps. 
This of course, effectively decreases accuracy to 
the extent that no-one knows where the bullet went. On the other 
hand, if the energy of the firing pin is too great, the primer will 
be punctured, the primer ignition gas then escapes to the rear 
through the hole and into the breech, shortly followed by the gas 
from the main charge. Besides the danger to the operator’s face 
and eyes, the pressure in the cartridge case and in the propelling 
gas reduces the energy for the propulsion of the bullet. Different 
types and brands of primers may also require a different energy 
level from the firing pin to get the best results by igniting them 
in the best possible way. Reloaders have the advantage of testing 
different primers in their loads to ascertain which produces the 
best results. If any changes are made to the firing pin system, 
always re-check the results with different primers as it is easier 
for most people to change their brand or type of primer than to 
make changes to the ignition system of their rifle. 












IGNITION 


When the priming mixture is crushed, it explodes and ignites the 
propellant powder. This ignition, if normal, takes place in about 
.0002 of a second. This is the most important phase of interior 
ballistics. The efficiency as well as the time of ignition, depends 
upon the volume and the heat of the flame given off by the 
exploding primer composition, These must be correct for the 
kind, type and granulation of the powder that is to be ignited, for 
the volume of the charge, for the size and shape of the powder 


Differences in primer cratering are small, despite increases in powder charge and over 
-001" head expansion, until cartridge case head showed that brass was extruding into 
ejector hole in bolt face (bright area of no. 4).

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chamber within the case, and the diameter of the flash hole in the 
primer pocket. The flash should have such volume and strength 
that it intrudes itself into all the air space between the powder 
grains for the full, or nearly full capacity of the powder chamber 
within the case, thus igniting simultaneously all the grains of 
powder that comprise the charge. The flash should not merely 
ignite those grains of powder that lie at the base of the case 
nearest the flash hole. 

Black powder ignites very easily and a relatively weak primer is 
sufficient, but smokeless powders are much more difficult to 
ignite, Fine grained powders, and nitro-glycerine powders ignite 
easier and require a less powerful primer than course grained 
nitro-cellulose powders. A cartridge that has a large powder 
chamber requires a more powerful primer. A primer designed 
for a pistol cartridge will not ignite all the powder efficiently in 
arifle, and on the other side, powerful primers in small cartridges 
give high, erratic pressures and poor results. Magnum primers 
are designed to assist the burning of larger granulation of 
powders which are sometimes used in rifle cartridges with the 
misnomer of magnum attached to them, depending on the load 
and the rifle they are intended for. Not all magnum rifles use 
large amounts of large granulation of powder in all 
circumstances. Rifles with high volume cases which do not have 
the term ‘magnum’ 
attached to their name, 
sometimes have a large 
amount of a course 
granulation powder in 
them which a _ hotter 
magnum primer could 
give better results on, such 
as a .270 Win rifle. PO 
Ackely prints a load for 
this in his excellent book, 
loading a 90 gr bullet using 
64 grains of 4831 powder 
giving a velocity of 3315 
fps. Likewise, in a .33 
Poachers Pet, loading a 275 grain bullet with 72 grains of 4831, 
this gives 2500 fps. So put some thought into the selection of 
primers and ifafter achieving good results, any changes are made 
to the manufacture brand of primer or the ignition system, doubly 
check the results of your loads on paper before making mistakes 
on targets. 

When the priming composition is properly crushed, it explodes, 
or to be more precise, detonates. This is the most amazing 
phenomenon. The little pellet weighing maybe halfa grain turns 
instantly into a gas at very high temperature, probably in .00001 
of a second, changing from a solid at air temperature to a white 
hot mass of gas and generating a pressure of some 10,000 pounds 
per square inch in just itself. Due to the cooling it gets from the 
cold walls of the cartridge case and the cold powder grains, the 
actual measured primer pressure within the case is not much over 
2000 pounds, The powder chamber is filled with intensely hot 
gas practically instantly, when and if ignition is correct. 


THE BURNING OF THE POWDER: 


When the surface of the powder grains has been well ignited, the 
propellant powder begins to make gas, and the pressure in the 





cartridge case begins to rise. The interior surface of the case and 
the remainder of the powder are heated, The powder burns faster 
and faster, and gives off more gas. The gas, now at high pressure 
and great heat, spurts into every crack and crevice it can find. It 
can, however. produce motion only at the expense of time. The 
powder grains burn from their outer surfaces more and more 
violently. The pressure rises, and from it, the walls of the brass 
cartridge cases swell outwardly more and more until they stop 
against the chamber walls of the steel barrel. The swelling of the 
sides of the case progress or ‘roll’ forward until it swells the neck 
of the case. 


GOING... 


The neck, expanding against the chamber walls, frees it’s 
friction-tight hold on the bullet which is now released to move 
forward. Being heavy, the bullet starts forward slowly from the 
rising pressure of gas on it’s base. In the meantime, a small 
crevice has developed between the expanding neck and the 
bullet. As the bullet has not yet advanced far enough to enter 
and seal the bore, this crevice between the case neck and the walls 
of the bullet introduce a leaky spot. Some of the high pressure 
gas leaks into this crevice and around the bullet into the bore, and 
photographs taken of the muzzle of a rifle just as the point nite a

bullet emerges from it, show a small puff of gas emerging from 
the muzzle ahead of the bullet. 

Some of the gas rushing through this crevice also passes around 
the mouth of the case and starts backwards between the outer 
walls of the case and the walls of the chamber, but it does not get 
very far before the expanding case neck and the shoulder shuts 
it off. With proper case and chamber dimensions and proper 
amounts of powder, this gas should not blacken the outside of 
the neck of the case further than about one quarter of an inch back 
from the mouth of the case. 


«GOING... 


The bullet moving forward now enters the leade and is forced up 
into the rifling. If the bullet is a close enough fit (big enough) 
with respect to the bore and rifling dimensions, or it is soft 
enough to expand from the gas pressure on its base, it now seals 
the bore, and all further movement of gas is confined behind the 
bullet. 

Meantime, more and more of the powder grains are burning 
rapidly giving off more gas, and the pressure rises even quicker. 
The gas usually reaches it’s peak pressure when the bullet has 
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completely entered the bore, or in some cases, not until the bullet 
has passed two to five inches down the bore, depending (a) on 
the rate of burning of the powder, (b) on the fit of the bullet in 
the bore, (c) on the weight and hardness of the bullet, and (d) on 
the length of the bearing area (friction) of the bullet in the bore. 
Pressure rises quicker with fine grained powder and 
nitro-glycerin powders than with course and tubular grained and 
nitro-cellulose powders, and slower with progressive burning 
powders. Tight, hard, heavy and long bullets require more force 
and time to drive them into the rifling and cause pressures to rise 
faster and higher. The force required to enter a bullet through 
the leade into the rifling is called the forcemeat and is an 
important factor in the rise of pressure, total amount of chamber 
pressure, velocity and accuracy. Biallisticians find it very 
difficult to compute forcemeat, and this is one of the unknown 
factors that cause disagreement between calculated and 
measured pressures and velocities. 


«-GONE 


As the bullet proceeds up the bore, the size of the chamber within 
which the powder is burning is continually increasing. At first 
the gases were confined entirely to the powder chamber within 
the case. The pressure was then not at it’s peak of gas generation. 
Now, as the bullet proceeds forward, the powder chamber is 
rapidly being increased by the amount of bore behind the bullet 
into which the gas can expand, Then as the bullet moves forward 
faster, the powder chamber capacity increases so quickly that it 
wins the race over the gas, and the pressure begins to drop. There 
is still enough pressure clear to the muzzle to 
continue hard pressure against the base of the bullet, 
and continue to increase it’s forward velocity. 

In a 30-06 cartridge loaded with 150 grain bullet, 
IMR 4064 powder, and fired through a 24" barrel, the 
muzzle velocity is 2,800 fps and the chamber 
pressure is about 42,000, while another pressure 
gauge located near the muzzle, records 8,000 pounds. 
However, if the barrel had been only 20" long then 
the muzzle velocity would have been only 2,700 fps, 
because the gas, even though it had 10,000 pounds 
near the muzzle at 20" instead of 8,000 pounds at 24", 
the pressure on the base of the bullet would have been | 
pressing on the base of the bullet for a shorter time. 
Conversely if we increase the barrel length, the 
muzzle velocity will increase approximately 25 fps 
for each inch of increased length up to about 32”, by 
which time the powder grains have all been consumed, no more 
gas is being generated, and the pressure on the base of the bullet 
has fallen too low to augment the velocity. 

With other cartridges, the increase or decrease in velocity caused 
by increasing or decreasing the barrel length may be greater or 
smaller per inch, according to the volume and generation of gas. 
With the 22 long rifle in general, the highest velocity is obtained 
with a barrel 16" long, all the powder being bumt up in that 
length. Some rifles for the 22 rimfire have 28" barrels and they 
will have reduced velocity than the 16" ones, the extra inches 
only increasing the friction. The reason for this is that other 
factors in the particular design are required, such as longer sight 
radius for open sights, weight, or noise reduction. 








With current powders in centrefire rifles, the rule of thumb to 
evaluate velocity to barrel length by 1" increments, between a 
total length of 20 to 30 inches is this: 


4000 fps 40 fps 
3000 fps 30 fps. 
2700 fps 25 fps 
2400 fps 20 fps 
2000 fps 15 fps 
1500 fps 15 fps. 


With standard 22 long rifle ammunition in a rifle with an 18" 
barrel, velocity is approximately 1,050 to 1,100 fps. Reduce that 
cartridge to a 4" barrel, velocity is still 750 to 800 fps, 6" barrel 
850 to 875 fps, 8" about 925 to 975, 10" about 950 to 1,000 fps. 


BARREL TIME 


Like the movement of the striker and lock, and the ignition of the 
charge, the travel of the bullet up the bore takes time, although 
not very much. This time, from the detonation of the primer and 
ignition of the powder to the departure of the bullet from the 
muzzle is termed the ‘barrel time’. It may be assumed that ifa 
bullet has a muzzle velocity of 2,800 fps it is travelling then at a 
rate of one foot in 1/2800 of a second or two feet (the barrel 
length) in 1/1400 second. In the barrel, it starts from the chamber 
at rest and attains its full velocity of 2,800 fps at the muzzle. 
Therefore it’s barrel time should be half of 1/1400 fps or 1/700, 
or expressed in decimals .0014 of a second. 


This is not quite correct, because the pressure is much higher

towards the breech of the barrel, and there is a steady 
argumentation of velocity to the muzzle. Thus the bullet 
increases in velocity faster in the breech half than in the muzzle 
half of the barrel, and the curve of the velocity if plotted out, 
resembles a parabola where the average value ofall the velocities 
is two thirds the final velocity. Thus the average speed would 
be two thirds of 2,800 fps or 1,867 fps and the time required to 
travel 24 inches at this speed would be 1/933 of a second, or 
expressed in decimals .00107 of a second or about a thousandth 
of a second. 

Similarly, Hatcher in his book, Hatcher’s Notebook, has 
calculated the barrel time of the .45 Colt auto cartridge, muzzle 
velocity 810, fired in the 5" barrel of the Colt, to be .00077 of a 
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second. Here, despite the low velocity of the bullet, the barrel 
time is short because of the very short barrel. 

Thus we may say that the time for all the happenings in interior 
ballistics from the release of the sear until the issue of the bullet 
from the muzzle is approximately:

these happenings, like pressure for instance, will have to be 
discussed in more depth in Edition 25.

CIVIL WAR IN PARADISE 


Before you read the following letter, which has been ignored 
by the mainline media and our federal and state governments, let 
us examine the players and the scene where this deadly battle is 
taking place. Whereas I cannot prove that everything in this 
letter is the whole truth, you the readers, can be your own judge. 
I can only make you aware of what I have been told, and what I 
saw on my visit to Cherbourg. 


THE PLAYERS 


Firstly, the ATSIC councillors, these are the ones holding all 
the power. 


1) Bert Button is the Chairman for South East Queensland for 
ATSIC. He has been on trips to the United 
States and Libya with Michael Mansell, and 
is a yreat friend of convicted rapist, Sugar 
Ray Robinson, who apparently is a personal 
friend of Wayne Goss. Wayne has been 
involved with this whole team since he 
worked as a solicitor for the Aboriginal 
Legal Services and defended Sugar Ray 
Robinson in his two rape cases. Dean 
Welles has his name dropped on regular 
occasions by this first team. 


Bert lives in a big farm house in 
Cherbourg which apparently should house 
a farm worker as it is situated at the 
Cherbourg dairy farm. There is a large 
open shed, which looks like it is made to 
measure for a constituent’s drinking school, 
sharing a few six-packs with the councillor. 
The empties in the large litter bin seem to 
suggest that there is a great empty well that 
is in danger of drying up, and they have been 
pouring beer down it for a hundred years to ensure it doesn’t! 
He apparently has the use of'a four wheel drive Landcruiser and 
a small bus, but does not drive himself. He has something to do 
with a company called T K Enterprises, which just picked up 
$50,000 from the Cherbourg Indigenous Artist Association, 
whose only member is Bert. Bert applied for the grant from 
ASTIC, generous of them with the tax payers money, but from 
the aborigines perspective it also deprives a deserving group 
from getting assistance. 

2) Ken Bone, as well as being a councillor for ATSIC, is also 
the community mayor and has been president of the Cherbourg 
Welfare Association since 1988. This association runs a small

shop and take-away at Cherbourg. This is a charity organisation, 
and stealing from charities rightly brings down more scorn than 
stealing from the taxpayer funded ATSIC funds. Ken has been 
under investigation by the police for three years for 
misappropriation of funds from the Cherbourg Welfare 
Association. The local CIB, led by Stewart Archibald, went to 
enormous trouble subpoenaing banking and checking figures. 
When the charges were presented in the Murgon Magistrates 
Court, the Magistrate recommended that as the figure was in the 
vicinity of $80,000-00, and there was definitely a case to answer, 
the matter should be referred to the Kingaroy District Court. 
This matter then came under the Director of Public Prosecutions, 
apparently a Mr Wynne made the decision not to press the 
charges, so the whole matter was dropped.

to the court und so be exonerated." Ken 
said, “No. As an Aboriginal, | would not 
stand a chance. It is.a white justice system 
and a white police service, I would have a 
white judge and a white barrister and a 
white solicitor, the system is totally 
against us, we are a minority.”

Even though Ken earns $45,000 a year 
as the Mayor, he still managed to get 
Aboriginal Legal Aid from the Wakka 
Wakka Aboriginal Aid, whose president 
is, surprise surprise!! Bert Button, even though the other party is 
an Aboriginal organisation. For Ken, that did not matter. Ken 
said it was due to his Aboriginality. When asked about the 
charges on the missing $80,000 he said the police had no right 
to step in and investigate. “I don’t get paid for the Welfare 
Association work.” 


In the Cherbourg Newsletter, Ken states, “The current council 
should be allowed to get on with the job. I know that this council 
is doing a very good job, and anyone who can't notice the good 
things which are happening here, is blind.” The council is now 
building a $1 million tavern for the community of Cherbourg. 
Ken says, “We need a lot more money. There is a lack of facilities 
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Ken says, “We need a lot more money. There isa lack of facilities 
for youth. Try to get people to do anything without money. 
people want to be paid just to go to the store.” 


THE SECOND TEAM 
Now let us look at the second team. 


1) First of all, we have Les Stewart who some years ago won 
the MBE. 


2) Next we have Alan Douglas, ex Senior Sergeant of the 
Community Police, police prosecutor in the Murgon Court and 
a JP. Since retiring, he has spent the last eight years teaching 
the young lads in the district to be stockmen on the community’s 
farm. He also supervised the community work which was 
awarded to the wrongdoers in lieu of fines. Alan did all this 
without pay, and lived in a condemned 
building with a leaky roof. It was not much 
but it was home, one of the first houses to 
be built in Cherbourg at the turn of the 
century. Prior to these problems, no rent 
was asked for or given for this building, but 
when the following letter was circulated, 
Alan got a belated eviction notice and an 
$8,000-00 bill for back rent.

As 
Bert Button is the president, it’s not too 
surprising of course, but the reason given 
was that the legal services would not 
support an Aboriginal if the other party was an Aboriginal 
organisation (that sounds like a different angle to what Ken Bone, 
the Mayor, received). 


1 asked Alan what he thought of Mabo and he said, “Eddie 
Mabo was different. He was an Islander, he could trace all his 
ancestors back to the original ownership of his island. If any 
Aboriginal could come up with a line like that, fair enough, they 
have a claim! But they can't. There cannot be two laws in 
Australia, one for blacks and one for whites. It's all got to be the 
same law. Two laws will always cause trouble between people. 
It’s the same in National Parks, if blacks can hunt and fish in 
National Parks, so should whites with the same proviso for both 
of them, that no game shot or fished should leave the park, it all 
has to be eaten there. You can't have people exploiting the parks 
and selling the stuff off the base, and that applies to both black 
and white. The feds use this, two laws! This is white, dirty 
politics. Keating makes enemies of black and white communities, 
while all the politicians want is to be the main act in the circus. 
A lot of them think that we are going to get everything fixed if 
they bring in this new republic. They will be surprised, it will 
probably be much worse. You don't see Tickner or any 
government ministers coming here, asking us anything. Now this 
council has just come and said we are going to spend a million 
dollars building this tavern, and they never asked if the people

THE SCENE 


If L ever had to describe a location which could be used in a 
movie called “The Garden of Eden” it would be very much like 
Cherbourg. Cherbourg seems to be, to a layman like myself, a 
farming paradise. It is ina wide valley with very large river flats, 
the river is large and looks deep, the grass is so green that a 
vegetarian would just stick his head down and hoe in, It is dairy 
country and the cows are so fat they can hardly walk. The first 
thing that gets your attention is that all the kids on the bridge who 
are swimming and fishing are all black, no white ones amongst 
them. At first, it looks like 
any other sleepy Australian 
town on a hot afternoon. A 
few dark-faced gentlemen are 
resting flat on their backs on 
the nature strip, but that could 
be anywhere from Bourke to 
Rockhampton. Then I 
supposed that I noticed all the 
broken windows in a large 
community youth centre, 
row after row of broken ones, 
and some with no windows in 
them at all. 1 noticed the 
security on the supermarket, I 
have never seen so many bars 
on windows. Even the police 
station looks like Fort Knox, 
and the bars on the pub looked 
so formidable that I thought it was closed and wondered how 
anyone would get in. I couldn’t see where the door was. The town 
has a large school, the grounds of which seem to have 
deteriorated in the last few years. There is a timber mill, an emu 
farm, a TAFE college, an alcoholic’s rehabilitation centre, child 
care, a youth centre, and a hostel for the aged. You name it, they 
have it! 





I wanted to inquire if they needed anyone to open and run a 
community gun shop or if they need anyone to write stories for 
their newsletter. It’s a great place to look at, but at the moment, 
it’s not a happy place.

Dear Sir, 


This letter is to advise you of the utter disgust that we and a 
large percentage of the people of Cherbourg have in relation to 
what is happening at Cherbourg. Certain ATSI Members and 
Councillors are ripping us and the taxpayers off and standing 
over and manipulating people to do whatever they want. 
Nepotism is rife and favours are done for those who do not speak 
out, those that do speak out are threatened that they will be 
thrown out of their houses because of back rent that they owe. 


The friends of certain Councillors owe huge sums in back rent 
but the only people being served with Notices to quit are those 
that these councillors know are speaking out against them. In 
fact one of the Councillors has not paid rent since 1989 and he 
is forcing other people out of their houses. 


Even before the last Council Elections, people were being 
threatened that if they did not vote a certain way then Legal 
Action would be taken against them for money they owed to the 
Welfare Take-Away. They were also told that if they did not 
yote ATSI Members on to the Council then no more funds would 
come to Cherbourg. 


I bring your notice to some incidents which are occurring: 


* ATSI Chairman and Councillor, Bert BUTTON has a troupe 
of Aboriginal Dancers, small children, that he takes away to 
various centres to perform. He gets a grant of $4,000-00 from 
ATSI to take the children away. The troupes usually consists of 
about 10 children and he usually takes a couple of close friends. 
The trips are usually for about 2 days over a weekend. 


The money is spent in the following manner: 


Accommodation snil (tents & billets) 

Bus & Tent Hire(ACCA) $ 90-00 

Fuel for the trip $150-00 

Dancers ($20 each) $200-00 

Meals $360-00 

TOTAL EXPENSES $800-00 

Bert BUTTON’s share: — $3,200-00 (in the pocket) 


So far this year, he has already gone on three (3) trips to Quilpie, 
Cunnamulla and Roma which means the ATSI has put $9,600-00 
in his pocket. On the last trip to Roma, he gave his Uncle Tom 
KIRK $2,000-00 for coming along to help him with the children. 


* Bert BUTTON travels to ATSI Meetings and other ATSI 
functions and for this ATSI supplies him with a vehicle, but 
Button doe not have a license to he pays a good friend to drive 
him. 

ATSI Meeting, Roma - Button paid Gordon WRAGGE, a 
Community Police Officer, $2,000-00 to drive him to Roma.

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They stayed in Roma for 3 days. Wragge’s normal net weekly 
wages are about $480-00. 


Back to Quilpie Week and trip to Charleville - BUTTON again 
used WRAGGE to drive his vehicle and they were away for 
about a fortnight. Wragge was paid $3,000-00. 


All of this money is in the hand and tax free, A weekly wage 
equivalent to $1,666-00 or an annual salary of $86,666-00. 


* The Cherbourg Alcohol Rehabilitation Centre - a new centre 
has been built for a cost of $1.25 
million and because the funding was 
secured through ATSI, Bert 
BUTTON has apparently claimed 
ownership for himself and his family 
members. His brother in law by 
marriage secured the contract to 
build the centre. His Uncle Tom 
KIRK was paid $3,000-00 to do an F 
Aboriginal Wall Painting in the FF 
entrance. His son, Joe BUTTON 
was paid $1,000-00 to do some 
landscaping at the front of the 
building. His Uncle and Aunt Joe 
and Sara KIRK are going to manage 
the centre and his Uncle Tom KIRK 
is also going to be employed at the 
centre. Information on hand suggests that the Manager of the old 
centre, his wife and the Counsellor, Tom LANGTON will not be 
offered employment at the new centre. 


And if that is not enough, Bert BUTTON is going to moye his 
ATSI Regional Office into the building. 


* The Mayor of the Cherbourg Community Council, Ken 
BONE is paid a salary of $45,000-00, supplied with a vehicle, 
free fuel, office and secretary. He has been charged with stealing 
funds from the Cherbourg Welfare Association which is a charity 
organisation. 


His good friends in ATSI, Bert BUTTON and Sugar Ray 
ROBINSON arranged Legal Aid for his defence. His defence 
expenses are now being paid by ATSI, yet under normal 
circumstances, he would not be entitled to any legal aid. He is 
earning good money as Mayor, steals from charity, is still the 
Mayor and the taxpayers pay for his defence. This cannot be 
right, there must be a different set of rules for members of ATSI. 


* The Aboriginal Legal Service in this area has had a change of 
boundaries and the funding is no longer administered from 
Toowoomba. Laurie BOND, ATSI Member, was given the 
portfolio which looks after the ALS in this area. BOND and 
Field Officer David THOMPSON were to form a Committee 
under guidelines set down by ATSI, Canberra. The committee 
was to consist of members of the aboriginal community from 
throughout the region. 


Then without notice, BUTTON held a meeting with 
THOMPSON and advised him that he had formed a committee, 
that he was the President of the Committee and then promptly 
sacked all of the Field Officers throughout the Region, including 
THOMPSON, Charlie RENOUF in Murgon and another officer 
on the coast. All of these officers were highly qualified and had 
completed a number of courses to assist aboriginal people.

BUTTON then hired his good friend Gordon WRAGGE as a 

Field Officer, however when he found that Gordon was good at 
driving a car but could not do any paperwork, he rehired 
RENOUF. The Legal service budget would not be released by 
ATSI up to this point but as soon as BUTTON announced that 
he was to be President, the funding, $580,000-00 was released 
immediately. 
* A Touch Football Carnival was recently held at Cherbourg 
with teams from all over Queensland 
and parts of NSW competing. The 
prize money of $10,000-00 was 
supplied by ATSI and everyone at 
Cherbourg was of the opinion that the 
4 profits from the weekend were going 
to the Welfare Association. The event 
was organised by Bert BUTTON, Ken 
BONE, Norman JOHNSON and 

Joanne MURRAY. 


At the end of the event, MURRAY 
thanked everyone on behalf of the 
Welfare Association for their support 
but the profit did not go the Welfare 
Association, it went into the 
organisers’ pockets. 

At this present moment, there is only 
one voice in Cherbourg, one man and his authority controlling 
almost everything in the community. BUTTON is currently 
involved in the following areas: 

~ Chairman of ATSI Region 
- Councillor on the Cherbourg Community Council 
- President of the Cherbourg Aboriginal Legal Service 
- Chairman of the Alcohol Rehab Centre Committee 
- Member of the Children’s Shelter Committee 
- Member of the Barambah ACCA Committee 
-Chairman of the Cherbourg TAFE Consultative Committee 
- Chairman of the Emu Farm Board of Control 


There are presently two Councillors on the Cherbourg 
Community Council that have been charged with serious 
offences, the Mayor Ken BONE with stealing a very large sum 
of money from the Cherbourg Welfare Association, a charity 
organisation. The other councillor, Colin PURCELL has been 
charged with a serious offence against a young child however as 
a result of him threatening and standing over the witnesses, it 
Jooks like he will get off. Both men are still on the council, they 
have no intention of standing down and they are a disgrace to our 
community and the whole of the aboriginal people. 


We ask that someone have a serious look at the affairs of the 
Cherbourg Community Council and this ATSI Region.

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What is the difference between the genocide that is constantly in 
the news one way or another, and the genocide that one hears 
about only occasionally? I suppose the main difference is who 
cares about it. After World War Il, world-wide, large numbers 
of people of Jewish faith, or progeny of Jewish people who don’t 
keep the faith, certainly cared about the way that Germany had 
treated the European followers of their faith. There can be many 
arguments about how many were gassed or how many died of 
disease, but there cannot be much argument as to the fact that 
many did die. It’s another argument as to whether more Poles 
died, or more Russians died, or more gypsies, or more mental 
retardates. There were bodies all oyer the 
place, obviously people were not put in the 
camps for individual crimes as they had 
not had the benefit of a trial by jury and 
they had not been sentenced to death by 
their peers, but by a tyrannical government 
that had grasped too much power over the 
people. 





What can we learn from the above? 
Obviously the Jewish people cared most 
about what had happened, fifty years of 
media reports prove that. Individually, 
they may not have cared any more than 
someone who lost a relative who was 
Polish, Russian, German, English or 
mentally retarded, but collectively they 
have persistently reminded the world of 
the massive crime that was done to them. 
Remember for instance, the motto of the 
JPFO, (Jews for the Preservation of 
Firearm Ownership): ‘Bury gun control 


before it buries you’, 


On the other hand, when the United 
States government was practising 
genocide on the American Indians, the Jews did not have any 
obvious objections, in fact there may have been many followers 
of the Jewish faith who were soldiers in the Sth US Cavalry and 
the US Army in general. The Indians died and the reason no-one 
cared, was basically that they were not Indians and it did not 
affect them. All the Indians were out there getting killed and 
being wiped out, there were none sitting pretty in another 
country, miles from the fighting. There were no Indians that

owned newspapers or any sort of media outlet. Of course, in the 
last few years, genocide has been the flavour of the month in 
some Jewish-owned Hollywood film studios and now the 
cowboy and indian films are gone, and in their place we have a 
continual stream of genocide films, with the poor Indian getting 
it in the neck by the ton load. 


When the American Army went into the German concentration 
camps, they were horrified. The men had not been in the 
American Army in the bad old days when they used Indian 
squaw’s vaginas as head bands, they had not even been born. 
They were amazed that the local people did 
not intervene to protect the inmates of the 
camps. When they asked the local people 
about the camps, the people were like the 
three monkeys, ‘hear nothing, see nothing, 
smell nothing’ and if they did, they were too 
scared to rock the boat. The American 
Army collected all the civilians in the local 
areas and transported them to the camps, 
making them file past the piles of dead 
women and kids. They too were then 
horrified. : 





In World War I, the Germans were 
supposed to have committed horrendous 
atrocities on the people of Belgium, cutting 
children’s hands off and raping the women 
and even nurses. Most of this was 
conyeniently never proven and was 
forgotten very quickly after the war, but at 
the time was depicted in gruesome detail in 
art works in the English and French 
newspapers. This was war propaganda at 
its best, it motivated thousand of volunteers 
to fight the Hun who, being a Teutonic 
German, was no real relation to the Huns of 
Attila anyway. It worked because the people in Belgium were 
people that looked just like the people in England and France, 
they were white Christians who sent their kids to the same sort 
of schools and were considered to be civilised, so they had to be 
protected from the Hun. On the other hand, to the people in the 
United States in the 19th century, the Indians were not civilised 
so they did not count and there was no-one to care, so genocide 
was allowed, 
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In ourneighbourhood, genocide is being committed every day. 
Every day in our close neighbouring countries of East Timor and 
West Papua, people, human beings, are being killed, wiped out. 
because they are of one type of race that their government, 
Indonesia, feels is anunnecessary liability. They are killing them. 
and replacing them with the system of trans-migration with other 
people of the same racial 2 
and religious background 
as the government who is 
implementing the 
genocide. 

The Jewish people are 
ignoring this genocide. 
The Australian 
government and media, 
who are definitely aware of 
this genocide, are ignoring 
it. The Australian people 
are ignoring it. The mining 
companies that are 
exploiting the wealth of the 
people who are being 
killed, are ignoring it, even 
though a large proportion 
of the people who own the mining company are people who are 
descendants of followers of the Jewish faith and some are 
descendants of followers of the Baptist faith. The names of their 
ancestors are Rothschilds and Rockefellers, although nowadays, 
it would be difficult to establish if the present generation believed 
in anything else but their own greed. 


Is some army going to come along in the future and transport 
us to the scene of this genocide, and horrify us in the same way 
the American Army did in Germany, or in the same way that 
Hollywood has taken us back through a time warp, and horrified 
us with scenes of wiped-out Indian villages? The answer is 
“No”, and the reason is because no-one cares. The people who 
are being murdered are black or Asian, they do not look like us, 
There are not enough of those people sitting pretty in another 
country, equipped with media outlets ready with the power to 
remind the world about what 
Indonesia is doing just one hundred 
and eighty miles from our coast. 








Our leaders sip champagne with 
their leaders, they make treaties 
together, they give financial aid to 
Indonesia, they give nuclear secrets 
from Lucas Heights to Indonesia, 
together they steal other people’s 
resources, they train Indonesian 
soldiers so they can commit 
genocide more efficiently, our 
leaders get Australian security 
agencies to seek out information 
about groups who protest about this 
genocide and pass it on to the 
Indonesian Intelligence

Here are just a few snippets from reports which have already 
been sent to Australian government departments and media 
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offices but have been ignored. They [¥*® 
have been taken from a mixture of [U) 
reports including a report by the 
Catholic Church on Violations of 
Human Rights, and documented 
troubles at the Freeport Mine 


a) The serious incidents related in 
this report are but the latest in a 
history of bad relations between 
Freeport Indonesia and the local 
Amungme people whose traditional 
lands were appropriated when the 
mine commenced in 1967, 2 years 
before the so-called Act of Free 
Choice which ceded West Papua to 
Indonesia as its 26th Province. The 
huge copper, gold and silver mine, 
Indonesia’s biggest, is located in the 
rugged Grasberg Mountains of Irian Jaya. It is owned by the 
New Orleans-based Freeport McMoran Copper & Gold 
Corporation. Other known shareholders include the Indonesian 
government, RTZ, and German and private interests. In 1977 
when the local people protested against Freeport by blowing up 
the pipeline to the coast, the Indonesian military bombed and 
strafed villages and entire communities were ‘resettled’ away 
from the area. 


b) Incident when 5 Amungme civilians, two of them female, 
were forcibly taken from their homes at midnight on 9th October 
and not released until 10th November. During that time they

They were held there for a week, before being 
returned to the Freeport container which was their jail, for further 
interrogation and torture. 


c) There are many reports of villagers being taken by the 
Indonesian soldiers and after interrogation, have not been seen 
again. Many of the detention cells are actually Freeport 
containers. One report tells of a coffin being returned to a 
village, but the villagers were not allowed to open the coffin and 
photograph the body. 

d) Torture: All of the victims previously mentioned experienced 
torture. Various forms of torture were applied to the victims

death threats were made to have them comply. This was 
done without any break for relatively long periods. 
Physical torture consisted of kicking in the belly, chest 
and head with army boots; beating with fists, rattan, 
sticks, rifle butts and stones; denial of food; kneeling with 
an iron bar in the knee hollows; standing for hours with 
a heavy weight on the head, shoulders or cradled in the 
arms; stepping and stamping on hands; tying and 
shackling of thumbs, wrists and legs; sleeping on bare 
} floors; stabbing; taping eyes shut; forced labour in a 
weakened condition. 


e) Eyewitness account on an incident in Hoea 31st May 
1995 when soldiers from 752 Trikora battalion shot a 
number of indigenous people being led in prayer by Rev. 
Martinus Kibak. 

Whilst they were praying, 752 patrol led by Master 
Sergeant Marjaka surrounded the people and without warning, 
started shooting at the congregation. The Rev Martinus Kibak 
raised his hands to surrender but Sergeant Marjaka did not care 
and ordered the soldier closest to him to shoot. The bullet hit the 
minister in the left part of his abdomen and he died instantly. The 
soldiers fired at the people (many of them children), killing ten 
others. 


DO YOU CARE ENOUGH? 


Why has the Australian government done nothing about this?

My first lawyer conspired with the lawyer who was supposed 
to represent the child, and together they conspired with the judge 
who presided over the first custody hearing 5 years ago. Both 
lawyers withheld vital affidavits submitted by the other side from 
me until only a day or two before the trial. The affidavits had 
been submitted 6 months beforehand! 


The judge trivialised all the supportive affidavits from family 
friends, ignored an excellent psychologist’s report on me and 
adversely criticised a counsellor’s report on the family because 
it said the child loved both parents equally. Instead, the judge 
concentrated on the two affidavits which had been withheld and 








had consequently not been answered by me and proceeded to find 
in favour of the mother, even though I pointed out that she and 
her friend had conspired to make a serious false accusation 
against me whilst under oath. I submitted evidence supporting 
this allegation. 


My case for custody was initially far stronger than the mother’s. 
In addition, | had promised to safeguard the child’s relationship 
with the mother. In contrast, the evidence showed that the 
mother intended to break the child’s relationship with me. 


With the dedicated help of all the lawyers involved, that is 
precisely what happened two and a half years later. After more 
than eight years of happy relationship with my child, all access 
was terminated in an absolute farce of a hearing. The de 
facto played a significant part in alienating the child 
by cunningly filling her mind with derogatory 
comments about me. The de facto also threatened to 
kill me, to break both of my legs on another occasion, 
and physically obstructed me at a school Open Day, 
as well as insulting me on many occasions. The de 
facto eventually forbade the child to speak of me in 
his presence. 


Since the mother terminated access three years ago, 
she has not sent me any information or even one 
photograph of the child. The child has been 
encouraged not to even send me a Christmas card or 
Fathers Day card. The only two letters the child has 
been encouraged to write have been insulting and 
derogatory. In the last one, the child said 1 was so 
sick that I could not be considered to be a father. 
After referring to me by my surname and repeatedly 
calling me stupid, the child signed the letter using her 
mother’s maiden name instead of her father’s 


In happier days, Dennis and his daughter before the evil injustice system| surname. 


In an interim hearing in 1994, the judge ruled that I 
was only allowed to write to the child once a week. The letter 
was not to contain any Biblical or religious references and to 
make sure that I complied, I was told to sign an undertaking. 
When I protested that such an order was a violation of s116 of 
the Constitution, the judge said that he would not allow me to 
write to my child at all if I would not comply All letters had to 
be submitted to a solicitor, who later withheld photographs 
of the ‘March for Jesus Rally’ because the word Jesus 
appeared on the placards in the photos. 


At the final hearing, the mother admitted under 
cross-examination by me, to having just lied in the witness box 
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and also admitted making false 
statements under oath. The | 
same judge continued the | 
hearing instead of immediately 
ordering a re-trial or 
recommending that the mother 
be tried for perjury. ] revealed 
‘on evidence that the de facto 
had also lied in the witness box 
and had failed to pay taxes for } 
several years even though he 
was working. Both barristers 
in the hearing made 
demonstrably false statements 
in their submissions. The 
judge agreed that they had, but a 
otherwise ignored such blatant 5 
examples of perjury and 
corruption. 


Because | had attempted to write to my daughter about Jesus 
Christ, the judge ruled, presumably as a punishment, that I was 
now only allowed to write a short greeting three times a year - at 
Christmas, Easter and her birthday. Because I have ignored that 
order, the mother, not satisfied with training my child to totally 
reject and even hate her own father, has now requested that I be 
imprisoned - for continuing to love my only child! 


Now the child has a so called step-father (unmarried de facto) 
who is a compulsive liar, a thief (he has stolen $1500 worth of 
my tools and equipment) and is a thug (stolen from neighbours 
and threatened them with bodily violence when they asked for 
their goods back). 


O; the 9th of January 1996, in the Family Court, Judge Peter 
Hilton sentenced Dennis Stanbridge to six months 
imprisonment for writing letters and sending two bunches of 
flowers to his daughter. Letters, loving letters, from a father to 
his daughter that were not even delivered! Dennis has never been 
convicted of any offence, and has never been accused of child or 
wife abuse. Dennis Stanbridge is unemployed and has no assets, 
any assets that he used to have were taken by his wife. 


Dennis could not afford legal representation, and was refused 
Legal Aid. On the other hand, the applicant, his wife, was given 
Legal Aid and was represented by a barrister and a solicitor for 
six working days. His wife applied to the court to have Dennis 
imprisoned, the application was not signed by the Registrar, and 
other discrepancies were brought to the Judge’s attention by 
Dennis. He also tried to subpoena witnesses to assist him but was 
refused by the Court. He asked for a trial by jury but this again 
was denied by the Judge. 

Six months for sending letters and flowers to your daughter, 
while child molesters and house invaders walk off scot free! 


Dennis appealed to all our ancient rights, invoked the Magna 
Carta, the Bill of Rights and the Constitution but to no avail. The 
Judge said that Magna Carta was only there to sort out private 
disputes and that it did not bind the State in anyway. This shows 
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ie many people protesting against the obvious 
injustice at the Family Court

On 12th January 1996, at 10.50pm, politics in Australia took an irreversible 
step closer to the abyss of civil war. 































Wayne Gordon Tibbs, 38, a married man with three children was shot in 
the chest, and died soon after. He had just got out of his car when the 
assassin, who had been hiding in the bushes near the carport, spoke a few 
words to Wayne and then fired twice (double tap). One hit Wayne in the 
chest, and the other went through the window of another car parked in the 
carport. 


The police, who would have to be the prime suspects, are advertising on 
the television for people from the community who have any information 
about the assassination to come forward. They have interviewed one of 
Wayne’s neighbours and Wayne’s brother, Gary, but released them both 
after many hours of questioning. There is a second assassination going on 
in the media, a character assassination, and the police and protective services 
are definitely guilty of that one. Wayne and the other ex-members of the 
CAP have no chance to defend themselves. 


The police are putting out statements that it was a 
political killing, and in an underhanded manner, are 
insinuating that the CAP, which Wayne used to be the 
Membership Secretary for (West Australian branch), is 
extreme right wing and militant. This, as many 
thousands of people who have had anything to do with 
the CAP know, is fairy tale information. On the other 
hand, they are not mentioning that Wayne had won an 
appeal against the police in the Supreme Court in 1993 
‘on his application to acquire a handgun licence. The 
West Australian reported that Wayne had said, “Now 
that would have jacked them off no end!” and in May 
1995, he summarised how the police were thinking: 
“Here's a bloke who's got some guns, he is inthe CAP. 
OK, well he's given us a hard time, he’s got his licence, 
let's give him a hard time now. We'll go and search, 
hopefully we'll get something. If we don't, bad luck. If 
we get something, that's a bonus. We'll send in the 
anti-terrorist squad, and the bomb squad, and the 
protective services, and then we'll let the media know 
and we'll make it look like they're an extreme right 
wing mob, like, for example, the IRA.” 


And this is just about what they did on 4th January 1995, They could only 
charge Wayne with having 51 rounds of ammunition which is all he did not 
have a licence for.

This is not racism, this is fact. Another fact is that, even without 
the fact of Zionist ownership, these organisations, by their very 
ownership, are forcing these policies on Australia by foreign 
decree, against our law, our Constitution, and our wishes.

ARE WE TOO APATHETIC? 


Ofcourse, I am not implying that Aussies are contemplating this 
dire step. For one thing, most couldn’t drag themselves away 
from the telly long enough to even think about it. For another, 
more than a few examples exist of despots deliberately 
provoking this action so as to justify the speeding up of their 
aims. Be that as it may, historically, the only outcome of this 
type of government is civil war. 





Now, we all know that “You don’t 
get nothin’ for nothin’!" While 
revolution does at least promise us 
the return of our Constitution, the 
tendency for history to repeat itself 
means that we had better have a very 
close look at the formulation of 
counter-insurgency tactics by the 
powers that are likely to have 
influenced Australian policies in this 
regard. Just as the theories of 
politically inspired insurgency 
evolved from roots set down in the 
early part of this century, so too have 
the doctrines of what has now 


developed into modern 
counter-terrorist tactics. 
From the numerous televised 


examples of  counter-terrorist 
actions, it is easy to see the evolution 
of these tactics from their earliest formal beginnings. The most 
likely influences on Australian CT policies would probably be 
predominantly British and American, with influences from the 
French, Germans and Japanese, with certain political elements 
of the Soviets. These conclusions have been reached for the 
following reasons. 
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CONCLUSIONS 


Firstly, regardless of ZOG’s wishes and ambitions, the 
Australian military has been conditioned by two centuries of 
adherence to British military laws and doctrines. This effect 
cannot be shaken off overnight, although it will be modified by 
close contact with US military contacts. 


HELP FROM THE RIGHBT.... 


Australia’s enormous reliance on American technology and 
military support necessitates our reflection of elements of their 
CT policies, This is even more compounded by our shared 
involvement in guerrilla actions in 
Vietnam, and the assumption by the 
US of the role of Police Force/Anmy 
of the UN/NWO. The fact that they 
are basically hopeless at this role has 
never interfered with what they see 
as their divine right to teach their 
tactics to the rest of the world. 


France and Germany have been 
included to reflect their continuous 
involvement in NATO 
‘peacekeeping’ forces, while Japan 
has been included to anticipate their 
desire to protect their numerous 
Australian investments. Also, a 
number of the Japanese tactics are 
likely to apply to some of the smaller 
south-east Asian countries, as it 
would be too much to hope that Indonesia would not immediately 
seize upon the opportunities offered to them by the Australian 
civil war. 


«. AND FROM THE LEFT 


The political leanings of our government, dominated as it is by 
the socialist left, makes it imperative to include the tactics of the 
USSR, as elements of this policy must find their way into ZOG’s 
orders to the military in the event of this type of situation. We 
can sincerely hope that the army ignores these types of orders, 
but it is never safe to take this type of assumption for granted. 
The SAS for example, are probably the world’s best example of 
truly professional soldiers - regardless of their individual 
personal sympathies, they WILL carry out any actions they are 
ordered to undertake. 

British theory is most likely to form the backbone of Australian 
counter-insurgency policies. In addition to the reasons given 
above, it must also be remembered that all Australian commando 
and irregular training originated from there. Also, the SAS, 
which, along with the police special operations groups will form 
the cutting edge of our CT actions, started out it’s career as a 
British regiment. 

British theory relied on an upgrading of military presence along 
with a general acceptance of military subordination to political 
aims, an emphasis on intelligence gathering and collation, a use 
of local resources, such as military units and auxiliary police 
recruited from the local population, and a need to split insurgents 
from their supporters among the local population. Tactics

included the use of ID cards, curfews, house searches and traffic 
checkpoints. 


HEARTS & MINDS... 


The French relied almost exclusively on a ‘hearts and minds’ 
policy, although their experiences in Indochina (ironically the 
place that convinced them to use this policy) with the Viet Minh, 
and Algeria, have led them to adopt a more military approach. 
Basically, this means a policy of “Accept us or we'll shoot you. 
By the way, here’s a couple of croissants!” 


France’s first line of actions appears to be, send in the foreign 
legion, or, ina domestic situation 
the SDECE, shoot the shit out of 
everything in sight, and then fix 
the damage for the people they 
consider to be French citizens. 
They then proceed to flood the 
world with propaganda that 
explains how right they were, and 
weren’t they great for doing it? 
















-.OR SUMMARY 
EXECUTIONS? 


The German military mind has, 
from the year dot, been happiest 
with a purely military solution. 
Baffled with a ‘hearts and minds’ 
approach, they have never really 
got past a belief that success relies on out-terrorising the 
terrorists, The end result of this, like most military CT actions, 
is curfews, ID documents with corresponding travel papers, and 
related rationing. To these measures the Germans have long 
added reprisals and summary executions. Thankfully, however, 
this tendency is somewhat mitigated by their tendency to wait as 
long as needed for the relevant order. 


LET’S BE BRUTAL 


The Soviet viewpoint, much like all their other doctrines, is 
simple, direct, and inevitably heavy-handed. Like most simple 
tactics, it was invariably effective, the only failure being 
Afghanistan. The Soviet model relied exclusively on crushing 
any resistance brutally, with overwhelming military force and 
terror. While all this was going on, the politicians would 
cynically give the people the desired reforms, only to 
immediately remove them again when the insurgency was 
stabilised. These sort of cynical government actions sound more 
than a little familiar! 


OR THE GOOD OL’ US of A 


The subject of cynicism and hypocracy leads us automatically to 
the good ol’ US of A. Although the Yanks like to give the 
impression that all their CT operations are designed to protect 
democracy and the ordinary citizen, their track record in this 
regard shows a larger than usual amount of atrocities and 
overdone reprisals. This results ina policy of ‘hearts and minds’, 
relocation programmes, and frequent use of excessive force. The 
best description of US counter-insurgency can be found on a 
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USMC T-shirt, which reads, “Let us win your hearts and minds 
.. or we'll burn your goddamn huts down!” 


In the four years of the Philippine insurgency, American troops 
were guilty of 117 verifiable atrocities, a commander ordered the 
execution of all males over 10 years old, and Marine Major L. 
Walker was acquitted of mass murder, on the grounds that, as a 
marine, he was not subject to army justice! 


The system suffers from the basic flaws of a basic belief in the 
racial superiority of Americans, the refusal to appreciate any 
differing political view to their own, and the tendency of the 
average soldier to resent being involved in a long drawn-out 
campaign. After all, you can’t chase 
girls while you are out fighting! The end 
result of this mess is the underestimating 
of both commitment of their enemy, and 
the degree of public support for the 
guerrillas. Also, their record in the field 
of friendly fire is probably the best 
defence the insurgents could have. 


ASIAN INSCRUTABILITY 


The Japanese are similar to the Germans, 
in that they view all forms of warfare in 
terms of strictly military solutions. 
Centuries of Samurai warrior rule have 
created a national mind-set which tends 
to oppose the use of new ideas and 
change. This has developed a trend 
toward extreme force.applied in a traditional military manner, 
with summary execution being about the only answer to almost 
any situation. Sensitivity to public opinion, particularly in the US 
since World War II, has now forced Japan to make an effort 
towards an approach towards ‘hearts and minds’. Providing the 
occupied nationals obey the orders of the military overlords, the 
Japanese make an enormous effort to convey normalcy, but, 
generally speaking, they are military men drawn into playing a 
political game that they never entirely understand. 

Most other Europeans nations tend towards a conventional 
military approach, while the south-east Asian countries virtually 
set an official group of guerrillas against the insurgents, resulting 
in a purely guerrilla war, notable for it’s viciousness and 
brutality. 


PREDICTED RESULTS 


From the above, it is comparatively simple to predict the actions 
that will be used in Australia with a fair degree of certainty. 


Firstly, the government will declare a state of emergency, which, 
while stopping short of actual martial law, will still allow them 
to over-ride state decrees and laws. Atthe same time, the military 
will be granted full police powers. The actual cutting edge of 
any CT actions will be the SAS, along with the various police 
special operations groups. The latter are cross-trained with the 
SAS, but, being a purely political force, are likely to be used as 
murder squads rather than true CT units. 









A STATE OF EMERGENCY 


The imposition of curfews, ID and travel documents, house 
searches and roadblocks are a certainty, along with the raising of 
auxiliary police forces from ZOG’s civilian supporters. It is 
quite feasible that these are likely to include trade unions and 
various ethnic groups. Another foregone conclusion is the 
‘preventative’ detention of political opponents, along with their 
families. 


As combat continues past ZOG’s expectations, the promises of 
Royal Commissions and Parliamentary Inquiries will begin. 
These should be taken with a grain of salt, as it will be the easiest

thing in the world to drag these out until such time as it is ‘safe’ 
for them to find in the government’s favour. 


Covenants such as the Geneva Convention will be suspended, 
and the military will probably be restructured by using 
regular/reserve formations in a guerrilla capacity, while 
‘inviting’ foreign troops to take their place, under the guise of a 
UN ‘peacekeeping’ force. Relocation programmes will be 
implemented in an attempt to deny support from the rural areas, 
while reprisals will be implemented, disguised as imprisonment, 
and the time-honoured tactic of ‘shot while resisting arrest’. 


WHO OWNS THE MEDIA? 


The Labor government's arrogance is unlikely to permit them to 
use a ‘hearts and minds’ policy, so they will most likely substitute 
an extensive media propaganda programme to convince the 
public that they are really fighting the rebels to ensure the 
public’s freedom and safety.

COUNTER-REVOLUTI 
ON REQUIRED 


Guerrilla war in most senses is a revolutionary war, but because 
the government in Australia is unconstitutional and is looking at 
being more unconstitutional in its encouragement of a republic, 
then what is now happening in Australia is a counter-revolution 
against the illegal government. That unfortunately, has to 
include the Governor-General as he is charged under the 
Constitution as the person responsible to execute the 
Constitution (section 61). He has omitted to do this and 
consistently supported the illegal parliament instead. A 
significant part of the Australian population will be engaging the 
military forces of the usurpative government. 


Do not say, “Things are not bad enough yet” or “Things will have 
to get a lot worse.” Historically, the cause of a movement that 
motivates a population are all misleading. Patriotism, race, 
religion, justice, beneath all these symbolic and abstract causes 
that have inspired revolutions of this century, one discovers a 
unifying principle, a common mainspring. 

It is a revolutionary impulse, an upsurge of popular will, that 
really has very little to do with any of the above questions of 
ethnic identity, or food supplies, which form of government, or 
justice, or religion. It is not certain that economic deprivation in 
itself is the decisive factor that it is widely assumed to be. 
Poverty and oppression are after all, conditions of life on the 
planet that have been endured by countless generations with 
scarcely a murmur for thousands of years. 


FREEDOM 


The will to revolt, so widespread as to be almost universal 
today, seems to be something more than a reaction to political 
circumstances or material conditions. What it seems to express 






















is a newly awakened consciousness, not of ‘causes’ but of 
potentiality. It is a spreading awareness of the possibilities of 
human éxistence, coupled with a growing sense of the casual 
nature of the universe, that together inspire, first in individuals, 
then in communities and entire nations, an entirely new attitude 
towards life. The effect of this awareness, this sudden fruition 
of consciousness, is to produce in staid, reverend members of a 
community, a new insight, startling in simplicity, that the 
conditions of life can be changed, by one individual. That what 
had seemed immutable can, after 
all, be changed. Limitations that 
were formerly accepted by all, all 
at once become intolerable. The 
hint ofimminent change suggests 
opportunities that had not been 
glimpsed until now. The will to 
act is born, it is as though people 
everywhere were saying, look, 
here is something we can do, or 
have, or be, simply by acting in 
the correct way. Then what have 
we been waiting for? Let us act!

of the modern insurgent, the 
guerrilla fighter. Whatever his 
slogans or his cause, his secret weapon is his ability to inspire 
this state of mind in others. The defeat of the military enemy, 
the overthrow of the government, are secondary tasks, in the 
sense that they come later. The primary effort of the guerrilla is 
to militarise the population, without whose consent no 
government can govern for a day. The guerrilla is primarily a 
propagandist, an agitator, a disseminator of the revolutionary 
idea, who uses the struggle itself, the act of fighting, the actual 
physical conflict, this is his greatest instrument of 
propaganda and agitation. This is what wins the struggle. 
As a political agitator he wrote letters, they burn them. As a 
guerrilla fighter he cannot be ignored, his actions ensure his 
victory. They don’t burn his letters, he burns them. His role 
is to raise the level of revolutionary anticipation and popular 
participation to the crisis point at which the revolution becomes 
geheral throughout the country, and the people in their masses 
carry out the final task, the destruction of the New World Order. 


CAN THEY OUT-GUERRILLA THE 
GUERRILLA? 


Can guerrilla tactics be used successfully against guerrillas? 
The answer is no. Do not fall into the methods fallacy. Indian 
fighters do not become indians by taking scalps, a black suit does 
not make an American Marine into a Vietcong. 


Counter-guerrillas may employ some techniques of the 
guerrilla fighter, the night raid, the ambush, the roving patrol, 
such techniques and are as old as warfare itself. They were 
employed by the Aboriginal Britons against Caesar’s army, they 
were used by Robin Hood against the Normans and are used by 
the poor natives of New Guinea against the Indonesians. These 
people are not guerrillas. The distinction is simple enough, the

guerrilla fighter is a political partisan, an armed civilian whose 
principle weapon is not his rifle or his machete but his 
relationship to the community, the nation in which he fights. 


Because of the political nature of the struggle, the disparity of 
the means at the disposal of the two forces and above all, the total 
opposition of their strategic aims, the most fundamental tactics 
of the guerrilla are not available to the army that opposes him. 


INITIATIVE 


First the guerrilla has the initiative: it is he who begins the war, 
and it is he who decides when and where to strike. His military 
opponent must wait, and while waiting must guard everywhere. 


Both before and after the war has began, the government army 
is in a defensive position by reason of its role as a policeman, 
which is supposed to be the guardian of private and public 
property. The military has extensive holdings to protect, cities, 
banks, towns, banks, villages, banks, agricultural lands, 
communications, commerce, banks, and some industrial base. 
Then there are the purely military installations to defend. In a 
guerrilla war, MSS would find it difficult to recruit volunteers to 
guard army camps. There are supply lines, garrisons, outposts, 
military convoys, airfields, as well as the troops themselves and 
their valuable weapons, which are the first tactical objective of 
the guerrillas, 


Then there is the political system. This will have to be guarded 
as the politicians will all be paranoid that the rebels are going to 
kill or kidnap them. All of the above provide abundant targets 
for the guerrilla who is as elusive and insubstantial as the wind. 


NOTHING LEFT TO LOSE... 


While the army suffers from an embarrassment of wealth, and 
especially expensive military hardware, for which there is no 
employment, the guerrilla has the freedom of his poverty. He 
owns nothing but his rifle and the shirt on his back, he has nothing 
to defend but his own existence, He holds no territory, has no 
expensive, cumbersome military establishments to protect, no 
tanks to risk, no garrisons subject to siege, no motor columns to 
be ambushed, and no bases or depots that he cannot abandon 
within the hour. 


He can afford to run when he cannot stand and fight with good 
assurance of winning, and to disperse and hide when it is not safe 
to move. In dire straights, he can always sink back into the 
peaceful population, that sea, to use Sun Tzu’s words which were 
also used by Mao Tse Tung, in which the guerrilla swims like a 
fish. 


.. BUT EVERYTHING TO GAIN 


It is clear that the key to it all is the population. Without this 
key, namely the population doing the struggling, the guerrilla, 
who is of the people in a way the government soldier cannot be. 
is lost. He cannot fight without their support, it is his 
camouflage, his quartermaster, his recruiting officer, his 
communication network, and his efficient, all-seeing 
intelligence service. 


The guerrilla’s mere survival is a political victory against the 
government, it encourages and raises the popular opposition to 
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the illegal government. The guerrilla can hitand run. Every time 
he has a successful raid it gives him more arms and more 
ammunition. and most importantly, more favourable publicity. 


For the best of economic reasons, modern government must 
seem to be popular. They must make great concessions to 
popular notions of what is supposed to be democracy, they are 
strapped by this factor called the ‘domestic image’. They must 
use liberal rhetoric and pay for social compromise. schools, 
hospitals and concern for all except the desperately poor. This 
fact makes modern governments extremely vulnerable to 
guerrilla warfare as they have to attempt to keep the economy 
going and the system functioning, they must maintain the 
appearance of normalcy; they are then often embarrassed out of 
office. They cannot be as ruthless as the situation demands, they 
cannot crush the opposition that embarrasses and harasses them. 
They must be wooers as well as doers. 


WEAR THEM DOWN 


The guerrilla for his part, wishes to wear down his military 
Opposition, his primary objective is political. It is to feed and fan 
the fires of revolution by his struggle, to raise the ‘entire 
population against the regime, to discredit it. Isolate it, wreck its 
credit, undermine its economy, over extend its resources and 
cause its disintegration.

presented the Full Bench of the 
Federal Court with my submission, 
the case had started almost two years 
ago with the Taxation Department, 
demanding some $56,000. The first 
court hearing was in the District 
Court, my defence in brief, is that the 
currency made available by the 
Federal Parliament is illegal within 
the meaning of the Australian 
Constitution section 115 and section 
51, and that the Currency Act of 1965 
as ammended up to 1992 which has 
not been ammended since, supports 
the Constitution, and demands a 


$100 fine for anyone who offers any 
substance with a value on it which is 
not described in the schedules to the Currency Act. Other aspects 
of my defence have been that the Federal Parliament is retricted 
in demanding citizens of Australia from working against their 
will and collecting taxation on behalf of the Taxation 
Commissioners for no pay. This contravenes the Slavery Act of 
1824 and section 51 placitum 23 of the Australian Constitution. 
Other matters that have been raised are that the Constitution does 
not allow double taxation. Every dollar in circulation was a 
100% tax from its inception, The Federal Parliament gets value 
for it at no expense to itself as it it not backed by tangible wealth. 
The government create it for the value of the paper within it. 


Even though Justice Wylie sympathised with my arguments in 
the District Court, he claimed that the superior judgements from 
superior courts bound his decision. He would not exercise his 
own judgement, but relied on the strength of the court system to 
defend his decision. I appealed to the Appeals Court of the 
Supreme Court. They listened uncommittedly without 
comment, yet without any arguments against my case, found 
against me. I then went before the Federal Court with an 
application to set-off the debt against the cost that it took to gather 
the taxes on behalf of the Taxation Commissioners. It was heard 
by Justice Drummond on the 14th August 1995 and even though 
he admitted that I had gone to considerable expense in collecting 
the Taxation Commissioner’s taxes, he found that I should have 
made this set-off claim in the first District Court case. That] had 
complained about it in the District Court was of no consequence, 
and that not having the knowledge to do it at the right time was 
no excuse. I then made this Appeal to the Full Bench of the 
Federal Court, they of course found against me, even though

MR OWEN:We have found no justice or law within the entire 
legal profession, up to now. The Full Court of the Federal Court 
will not allow these breaches of enacted law to continue. The 
Constitution did not intend parliaments to engage in money 
clipping or pinching money, which is stealing from the public, 
or taxation by stealth, which contravenes the Constitution in 
section 54, 55 and 56. This Court will not ignore it. 


This Court will not ignore the Slavery Act of 1824 or the section 
54, 51 of the Constitution regarding civil conscription. This 
Court will not ignore section 29 of the Magna Carta and section 
115 and 51 of the Commonwealth Constitutional Act. This 
Court will not ignore the Currency Act of 1965, or the Bill of 
Rights of 1689 of the Bankruptcy Act of 1966. I do not think 
that this Court will ignore the Oath of Office and I do not think 
this Court will ignore the Crimes Act of 1914 or section 5 of the 
Constitution. 


I would like to bring the Court’s attention to section 118 of the 
Constitution Act which gives all faith and credit throughout the 
Commonwealth to the laws, the public acts and records, and the 
judicial proceedings of every state. This Court will not ignore 
justice as once it has gone it is very hard to regain. This Court 
is faced with a very simple decision. Either the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth and the laws enacted by parliament are law 
in the Federal Court of Australia. or something has happened. 
There has been a secret coup: an internal revolution by the 
judges, and now a judge makes precedent of a new law in 
Australia, so powerful that they override every other law in the 
land. 
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DAVIES J: Mr.Owen, this is ridiculous. 
MR OWEN: Well, — 


DAVIES J: There is a statute, a group of statutes, the Sales Tax 
Assessment Acts. There is a group of statutes passed by 
parliament. To be speaking about judge-made law is plainly 
nonsense, You know it. 


MR OWEN: There is the Constitution, although — 
DAVIES J: Look, do you say - you may say the statutes — 
MR OWEN: The subsection ... 


DAVIES J: You may say the statute is not valid, and ifthe High 
Court gives you leave to institute the proceedings there, that is 
the one Court in the land which at this stage has any prospect of 
considering the arguments that you wish to put, but you cannot 
say that you are dealing with judge-made law. The judges are 
simply applying the statutes which have been passed by the 
Federal Parliament. 


MR OWEN: Well, I am sorry, your honour, but that has not 
been the case up to now. 


DAVIES J: Yes. Anyway, carry on; sorry. 


MR OWEN: This case will be the precedent of all time, and if 
the Full Court finds that the precedent overrides the 
parliamentary statutes, then all doubt will be gone. Statutes will 
have no effect. If this is the case and this is the Full Court's 
decision, then this leaves all Australia in the control of a 
dictatorial tyranny with no law to protect them and there is only 
counter-revolution and bloodshed in front of us all. Thank you. 





JUDGEMENT GIVEN 


MR OWEN: Your Honour, I just - with all respect it was a very 
good decision and I am very pleased. Your Honour, can I ask 
one little question?

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BOOK REVIEW 


LUCKY BE DAMNED is by John Cumming. 


John Cumming is unusual in that as the managing director of one 
of Australia’s top advertising agencies, Nicols~-Cumming, his 
working life was spent amongst the rich and powerful. The book 
is an autobiography of his very interesting life, but the subject 
that is the core of the book is the take-over of Australia by the 
powerful multi/international corporations. His autobiography is 
basically his credentials for this. Not just the take-over of 
advertising agencies, but once that industry was controlled, they 
controlled the budgets of all of Australia’s media outlets: radio, 
television, and newsprint. Thus they ensure that no Australian 
company in any industry can penetrate the Australian market . 
Ofcourse, they can also dictate the political content of the media 
outlet as no media outlet can afford to upset the cartel of 
advertising agencies, (85% of all placed advertising in Australia 
is done by the large internationally owned agencies). The media 
outlets are all owned by the same multi-international set anyhow! 

John tells the story of the subjugation of the entire planet by 
the means of the evil weapon, television, which gives enormous 
power to those who control it, the advertising agencies, He 
points out that it is the media that appoints the politicians, notthe 
electorate, He rightly calls it “mind pollution” and he should 
know, he was an early foot soldier in the battle for its control. 

John exposes the ‘Made in Australia’ farce, and rightly so. 
Taxpayers money promoting a campaign to sell goods for 
companies that are all overseas owned: Billy Tea, Violet 
Crumble, Sidcombe, Cottees, Vegemite, Bundaberg Rum, 
Carlton United, Drizabone, Rosella, Henry Jones, Mayfair, 
Dandy, Presto, Arnotts, Minties, King Gee and Aeroplane Jelly. 

Our processed food is 95% foreign owned, motor vehicles 
100%, mining and minerals 97%, chemicals 98%, 
pharmaceutical 100%, banking 85%, beverages 84%, insurance 
82%, oil and gas 92%. 

Just one of John’s many facts left a lasting impression with me 
- General Motors apparently only ever invested $100,000 in 
Australia, everything else it created was out of Australian 
subsidies and profit, profit that could have been achieved by an 
Australian-owned industry. Now even that has been gutted and 
the Australian motor industry only makes parts and assembles 
vehicles. 

John says he has written this book ‘purely to alert thinking 
people to the realisation that this Country is being gagged’, and 
to put it another way, ring barked. Like a tree with its bark ripped 
from its trunk, ripping the profits from a country’s economy saps 
the lifeblood from it, it withers and dies. 

It is interesting how John came to his conclusions (the same 
that us mere plebs came to) from his elevated corporate position.

pollution, by way of definition, is implanting in the human mind 
an acceptance of the unacceptable; it is the corruption of what 
is right and healthy.

John Cumming is the Cassandra of his peers. Crystal truth, but 
as always, doomed to be disbelieved by those who have most to 
lose. 
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legislation regarding seed patenting is to complain to each 
other, and perhaps to the government, is missing the main point 
of the issue. The question has to be asked, why was it necessary 
to make the changes to the legislation to protect the hybrid 
manufacturers? After all, seed from hybrid plants do not grow 
true-to-type, but revert back to the original base stock, very often 
back to the wild stock and not even the cultivar.

However, the answer to the initial 
question is the New World Order’s agenda 
of population control. In the farming 
industry in Europe, the 15% ‘set asides’ 
dictated by the European Parliament, has 
caused severe shortages of grain, resulting 
in having to import grain from outside 
sources. Farmers are also being forced to 
use hybrid grains and like all hybrids, 
need larger quantities of artificial 
fertilisers and pesticides. Natural seeds 


have greater resistance to insects and do 
not require such heavy applications of 
artificial fertilisers. Sometiimes, they 
require none at all! These requirements will eventually put the 
world’s food supply on a knife edge. Shortages of pesticides or 
artificial fertilisers could cause drastic famine throughout the 
world. Also, if there is any restriction in the production of the 
hybrids, the natural strains will not be available for people to fall 
back on, again causing massive famine. 


ARE WE BEING CONNED YET AGAIN? 


People are being educated into believing that they must have 
the modern new hybrid varieties of fruit and vegetable and this 
is all nonsense, because that education is coming from the 
multi-national companies with most to gain. Their law is big, 
colourful, grows fast, looks good! The multi-nationals hope that 
all the natural species die out, but if only a few natural strains

+ the same time, an old variety that everyone can produce and so 





survive, and disease hits those few, again we leave ourselves 
open to massive famine, Changes are happening rapidly, but 
one thing has not changed. We can save the old traditional 
varieties and distribute them to others, to our friends, seed-saving 
group members and commercial seed distribution organisations. 
After all, even Jug Ears Prince Charles is concerned and has 
started a seed bank. 

There really are two separate legal events. One is the restricted 
trading by the patenting of closed crossing between inbred, and 
thus narrow, genetic-based varieties, bearing in mind that 
“hybrid? means genetic interference. The 
other is the free trading of old traditional 
open-pollinated heritage varieties. 

If the multi-national petro-chemical 
seed companies and others, exercise their 
right to lobby for law changes and carry 
out their business activities whether we 
are with them or not, we too have our 
rights, some could say obligation, to 
produce the old traditional varieties. 
Some would say an increasing obligation 
because of the changes. 





WE ARE LOSING THE 
CHOICE 


So why do the changes affect us if no 
law or regulation acts against the heritage 
varieties? As the seed breeders can be 
protected by developing significantly 
different varieties and hold, what some 
would say, an immoral patent on our food 






supply, it is not in their interests to hold at 


compete with them. So they “cease to list” the older varieties in 
favour of their own exclusive variety, against which there is no 
competition, and with which they may corner a large part of the 
market. That may be seen as good business, and for consumers 
who don’t exercise their right to choose old traditional varieties 
at the supermarket, which are more nutritious and flavoursome, 
that may be acceptable. 


DO IT YOURSELF 


For those of us who prefer flavour and nutrition, it is then given 
to us to make the choice and demand the qualities we prefer. So 
anyone who thinks or says that the current and proposed laws are 
against our interests is failing to see that their own inactivity is 
the real cause of the loss of traditional varieties. If everyone 
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was to save one variety for distribution to others, then the old 
traditional varieties would not be in such danger of being lost. It 
is such a specialist workplace today, that when we come home 
at night and on weekends, we are prone to think our work is done. 
‘We have the money, so it is convenient to purchase whatever is 
available, but there is much more to it than that. 

Eden Seeds have been successful to some degree at setting up 
a distribution service for old, traditional, open-pollinated 
varieties. They are now setting up a humidity control coolroom 
to maintain high viability during storage. The real seed bank 
however, is in the garden, where the necessary skill of growing 
and seed saving is learnt. 


Inexperienced seed savers can successfully save lettuce and 
tomato varieties as they will not cross, and are easy to grow and 
save seed.

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DECLARATION 


We the people of Australia, hereby declare open war against the corrupt, degenerate, unscrupulous leaders 
of politics, banking, and not least of all, the judiciary.
